Saturday night was chosen for the 
demonstration because most of tiie mem­ 
bers of the labor organizations are paid off 
then, and will attend the mass meeting in 
great numbers. 
IK WORKS SHUT DOW St. 
P h ila d elph ia, April 30th.—The Allison 
car works have shut down and locked out 
900 employes. The men, one week ago, 
demanded an increase of Oto 10 per cent. 
The men to-day notified the company that 
the increase was not satisfactorv." The 
lompany immediately shut down the 
works. 
STRIKES IN CHICAGO. 
Chicago, April 30th—3:15 p. m.—The 
freight-handiers on the Darlington and 
Alton roads have stopped work, owing to 
a r efusal to accede to the demand for eight 
h >urs. As soon as the freight now on 
hand is cleared up the houses will be 
closed. 
At 3 o' clock this afternoon 350 employes 
of the Union Brass Manufacturing Com­ 
pany quit work. They demanded eight 
hours’ work and ten hours’ pay, which the 
company refused. 
All the plumbing shops in the city have 
conceded eight hours' work at nine hours’ 
pay. 
THE STREET CABS OF NEW VOP.K. 
N ew Y o r k, April 30th.—Your corre­ 
spondent took a Third avenue car from the 
depot this morning. Two big policemen 
stood on the front platform. Inside the 
car were two others. The conductor and 
driver, both, new men, looked anxious. 
There was no disturbance of any kind along 
the route. At each street corner two police­ 
men were stationed. Numbers of drivers 
of trucks and wagons attempted to block 
the horse .ars by driving ahead 011 the 
track, hut the police forced them to drive 
in the roadway. The Fire Department 
Chiefs drive at intervals up and down on 
the avenue, on the lookout for incendiary 
attempts. The strikers are still unable to 
engage stages and horses. This morning 
onlv one stage was running, driven by a 
K'ught of Labor wearing a high hat, a 
button-holc ; ouquet and a broadcloth suit. 
Around the top of the stage was a broad 
white hand of linen, on which was printed 
‘ Injury to one is injury to all." The strik­ 
er's stage was drawn by a pair of inferior 
horses, and provoked considerable ridicule 
from the crowds on the sidewalks. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL LABOR COMMITTEE AND 
CITIZENS. 
St. L o u is, April 30th.— A t about noon, 
a delegation of citizens, headed by Mayor 
Francis and including I. N. Cobb. Presi­ 
dent of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
other prominent business men. had an 
hour's conference with the Congressional 
Labor Committee. A few minutes later, 
Vice-President Hoxie, General Superin­ 
tendent Kerrigan, Superintendents Sibley 
of Sedaba and Herrin of Texas, and Judge 
Portis, General Attorney of the Missouri 
Pacific system, were invited to the coru- 
niittee-rooni, and will he followed by a 
delegation of prominent Knights of Labor. 
When the consultations have been termi­ 
nated, the committee will decide whether 
it will stop here now and take testimony, 
or whether it will appoint a sub-committee 
to go to Sedaba, Kansas City, Atchison, 
Fort Worth and other places in the sys­ 
tem and return here and examine wit­ 
nesses. 
W ILL BEGIN TAKING TESTIMONY.

-ow and begin the taking of testimony.

THE EIGHT-HOUR SYSTEM IN BALTIMORE. 
B altim ore, April 30th.—The first public 
demonstration of organized labor in this 
city in favor of the eight-hour system took 
place last night. There was a monster 
torchlight procession, in which many 
thousand men, representing all classes of 
labor, took part, and which was followed 
by a mass meeting at the Concordia Opera 
House. It is understood that the house 
carpenters will demand the enforcement of 
the eight-hour system after May 1st. Build­ 
ers arc willing to compromise on nine 
hours, but there is not much probability of 
an amicable settlement, and a strike is 
looked for. East night’s meeting was very' 
enthusiastic, ami it ts said that all branches 
of labor wiil demand shorter hours before 
very long. 
THEORY FOR TH E LABOR DISTURBANCES. 
N ew Y o r k, April 30th.—The Sun's Lon­ 
don cable special of April 30th says :

THE SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 
C hicago, April 30th.—The TYmivJto-mor- 
Tiiw. summarizing the situation, will say 
Twenty-five thousand is the fairest esti­ 
mate of the number of men who quit work 
yesterday (Friday), and went out of the 
various shops and factories in Chicago be­ 
cause their employers would not consent 
to an eight-hour working day with ten 
hours' pay. How many will do the 
same to-day (Saturday) is problematic, 
but the prospect for a repetition of 
yesterday's perlormauce is exceedingly 
Brilliant. The trades most affected are the 
furniture manufacturers, the lumber inter­ 
ests. in all their numerous ramifications, 
and the iron men. With the furniture 
people it was practically a general lock-out 
all over the city, ami in all 7.500 men 
employed in the various Chicago furni­ 
ture factories are to day idle, and will 
probably continue so for some time to 
come. The refusal of the manufacturers 
to grant the demands was the result of a 
meeting last week, when the Manufactur­ 
ers* Association was formed and an Exe­ 
cutive Committee appointed to take charge 
of the business of the various members. 
It was then decided that if the men de­ 
manded eight hours on Friday every fac­ 
tory should close down. 
T he A rch-T raitor In Georgia. 
Atlanta (Ga.), A pril 30th. — The two 
s;»ecial cars that left for Montgomery yes­ 
terday to bring Jeff. Davis to Atlanta' ar­ 
rived this afternoon. An immense crowd 
greeted him at the depot, and the whole 
city is beautifully decorated. At every 
station along the route from Montgomery 
Davis was met by tremendous delegations, 
who shouted and cheered from the 


moment the train came in sight until 
it was 'out of hearing. 
The party, 
amid uproarious cheerings, were driven 
out to the residence of Mrs. B. H. 
Hill, whose guest Davis will be. The 
children of the city, numbering not less 
than 8,000, were in line all the way from 
the depot to Mrs. Hill's residence, a dis­ 
tance of over a mile, and scattered flowers 
before the ex-President’s carriage. Two 
thousand ex-C’onfederate veterans folio wed 
the carnage to Mrs. Hill’s residence. Davis 
was accompanied by his daughter. The 
city is wild with enthusiasm. No other 
man ever received such a reception from 
the Georgia people.

April 30th.—The bill re­ 
ported in the Senate yesterday upon Chi­ 
nese restriction meets with general tavor 
from the California delegation in the 
House. For three months tlie Democratic 
House Foreign AiTairs Committee had un­ 
der consideration the Morrow bill, and 
only yesterday reached a final agreement 
to report it favorably, but so emasculated 
as to deprive it of' most of its original 
value. On the other hand, the Republican 
Senate has quietly considered the case, and 
reported a bill which contains the virile 
features of the Morrow bill in improved 
phraseology. The Senate bill omits the 
two-years’ clause, but this is considered by 
those most earnest in the matter to he of 
little practical value, and if a Chinaman is 
going to return to this country at all he 
will do so within two years. 
It re­ 
duces the duration of the Act from 
twenty years to ten tears, but that 
takes it to 189b, and before 
that 
time public sentiment will have changed to 
such an extent that the treaty will be abro- 
:ated. it retains the passage clause, re­ 
stricting the number to be carried by a ves­ 
sel to one for every fifty tons ol registered 
tonnage, and throughout shows the result 
of careful and intelligent consideration.

This forenoon, therefore, 
he was greatly surprised at receiving a call 
from the lady at his office, she having ar­ 
rived at Youngstown early in the morning. 
Dr. Lobscheid says that she is still insane, 
and he will take steps to have her returned 
to Germany. Mrs. Lobscheid, however, 
denies her husband’s statements. She ad­ 
mits that she was insane for a short time 
after the birth of her child, but says that 
she is mentally sound now. She says she 
came here after her son. aged 17. whom 
her husband kidnaped and sent to Califor­ 
nia. She expresses her determination to 
go to the Pacific coast after him, and dares 
her husband to interfere. A brother of the 
lady, Friedrich Von Bierberstein, is the 
husband of the Countess of Cracow, Sitesia.

The child was found 
in the cellar under their house with its 
throat cut from ear to ear. It was a bright, 
golden-haired girl of ¡I years. The evi­ 
dence shows previous brutality and general 
tatred, especially on the part of the woman. 
They claim that she killed herself, which 
pronounced impossible by physicians. 
The parties are in jail. There are strong 
threats of lynching, tytd great excitement 
prevails in the city.

A letter from San Francisco in the In­ 
dianapolis Journal on Pacific coast rail­ 
ways gives the following plan; facts in 
regard to a road whose land grant some 
politicians are clamoring to have forfeited : 
A practical line to connect Oregon and 
Washington Territory with the other north 
and south lines on the Pacific coast liad 
been started previous to the building of 
the branch fine from Mojave. It was an 
admitted military and pubhc necessity. It 
was intended to cover the whole coast 
north of San Francisco, from a military 
point of view, and at rite sametimedevelop 
an unsettled region, which was hedged in 
from the ocean by the Coast Range on the 
west and the Sierras on the east. Its rich 
valleys were uncultivated, because their 
products hail to be battled in wagons for 
distances varying from two to lour hun­ 
dred miles. The proposed route had the 
usual land grant, but so mountainous was 
the country that not more than one-tenth 
of the whole grant was worth the cost of 
surveying it, and even to-day much of it 
has never been seen by a surveyor. But 
the Stanford syndicate had begun the work, 
had expended large sums upon it, and they 
could not stop. Bonds were issued, which 
covered tiie road and all Upland grant, hut 
they had no buyers, and tiie syndicate itself 
could not lake them. The lands were not 
regarded as security, and no one has ever 
believed that the road <; mid be made self­ 
years. Finally, the 
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sustaining under te: 
syndicate sold bonds on over 20H miles of 
to abandon China for 
road, but the members ol it—Stanford, 
Huntington, Crocker and Hopkins—had to 
indorse every bond, guaranteeing both 
principal and interest. They made these 
guarantees up to the limit of their private 
fortunes, and spent lite money in building 
a road to the edge of the region where the 
granted lauds were valuable. Then began 
the clamor to have the grant forfeited, and 
the louder the clamor the lesS value the 
bonds had, for where public attention vas 
thus drawn to the scheme, it was seen that 
without the grant the road could not sup­ 
port itself. 
Very recently I came down from Oregon, 
and rode by stage over the gap oí 159 miles 
which yet remains to be built to connect 
this road with Portland. 
The country 
j along and tributary to that 150 miles iif 
I projected road would support three million 
i people if it had transportation facilities. 
But to-day there are not 200 souls living in 
the whole region. To-day the Government 
has thirty million acres of land in that re­ 
gion which it cannot giveaway : but if the 
road was completed to-morrow, in less 
than five years it could sell fifteen million 
acres for nearly twice as many dollars. 
The private guaranty of Mr'. Stanford and 
his friends have made it possible to com­ 
plete this road, which probably would 
never have been built. They went into it 
with a land grant guaranty of the Govern­ 
ment, the party which would be the chief 
beneficiary, and pledged their credit for 
more than ten million dollars. The de­ 
mand now made is that the sovereign 
United States revoke its guaranty and take 
hack its pledge, because the people need 
this land. The man who makes this argu­ 
ment is either a knave or a fool. Without 
a railway the people would not have the 
land as a gift, and it would remain as it is 
now, a free grazing ground for the cattle 
kings who are occupying it to the exclusion 
of honest farmers, who would buy it in 
small tracts from the Government or rail­ 
ways, and make homes for themselves and 
children. If the land grant is revoked the 
land monopolists stand ready to buy it at 
the Government price, as was done in 
Illinois, Iowa. Kansas and Nebraska, and 
when the settler wants it it will be sold at 
the standard land-gratiber price of $10 per 
acre.—[Railway Age, April 22, 1S86. 


I ndian W omen as Mormons.—A couple 
of men arrived in Piocbe from Arizona 
during last week. On their way there 
they passed through a settlement where 
white men had Indian women for wives, 
and were greatly surprised. “A number of 
Mormons in southern Utah have Indian 
women for wives," says the Pioche Itecord, 
"and some years ago while traveling 
through that country, on the way to attend 
a conference at St. George, we expressed to 
a resident our surprise at so many of our 
brethren having red women for polygamous 
wives, and was informed they m ale more 
virtuous wives than white women in that 
country, and that they were called Larna- 
ites, because they would stand laming bet­ 
ter than white women, never retaliating by 
throwing a chunk of wood at the head o'f 
the family. This is a good reason, and 
who can gainsay it?”

San F rancisco, April 30th.—A few min­ 
utes before 1 o’clock this afternoon an 
alarm was sounded for tire, which was dis­ 
covered in tiie building on the south sideof 
Market street, between Third and Fourth, 
owned by A. L. Bancroft it Co., stationers 
and publishers, and occupied by them and 
L. A E. Emanuel, furniture manufacturers 
and dealers. The building was five stories 
high, and the entire east side and two top 
stones of the west side of it were occupied 
by Bancroft & Co.. while the three lower 
stories and basement of the west side were 
tenanted by L. Ji: E. Emanuel. Although 
the fire department responded promptly to 
the summons, the inflammable nature of 
the contents of the entire building gave 
the fire a good start, and within fifteen 
minutes after the first alarm had been 
sounded a second had been turned in. 
Nothing definite is known as to where the 
file started, or what was the 
cause. 
Some 
assert 
that 
it 
started 
in 
Emanuel's basement; others 
that it 
originated in Bancroft’s engine-room. 
It apparently, however, started in the 
lower part ot the structure, near one of the 
elevator shafts, which it ascended like a 
rocket, and spread itself over every’ floor of 
the building in a very short space of time. 
The hopes which were at first entertained 
that a large portion of the contents of the 
building could be saved soon vanished, and 
efforts were then made to confine the 
flames to the building in which it had 
started ; hut even in this the fire depart­ 
ment was unsuccessful. The bursting hose 
and westerly wind which was blowing 
operat.d against them. Every engine in 
the city’ was called into requisition, hut fears 
that this might be inadequate to the 
emergency caused Chief Scannell to 
summon assistance from the Oakland Fire 
Department, which was promptly tendered. 
Meanwhile the fire continued to rage, and 
soon every window in the burning build­ 
ing fronting on Market street was 
CURTAINED W ITH A SHEET OF P1.AMK, 
While from the roof of the building dense 
clouds of smoke, intermittently penetrated 
by monster tongues of flame, rose high in 
the air and floated eastwatd over the hay 
toward Oakland. While the whole interior 
of the building was thus completely 
wrapped in flames, a crash was heard, and 
the top flooring, on which the high print­ 
ing presses and plant had been standing, 
gave way, precipitating the half-molten 
mass of metal to the floor below. This 
in turn being lialf-eaten through by the 
flames, gave way, and soon each floor in 
turn, crashing downward, until nothing of 
the interior was left. The tire, however, 
bad not confined its ravages to the Ban­ 
croft building alone, but had leaped the 
narrow width of Stevenson street in the 
rear, and soon had ignited a dozen or more 
smaller houses, used mostly as dwellings. 
Most of them were entirely consumed, or 
so badly wrecked that they will have to be 
razed. 
The flames also spread to the 
building.s on each side of the doomed Ban­ 
croft edifice. 
FA I.IIN G WALLS. 
About 5:15 the rear part of tiie west wall 
of Bancroft’s fell with a crash, demolish­ 
ing a small building alongside it, fronting 
on Stevenson street, which took lire, and 
buried several men under the debris. All 
were rescued with hut slight injuries. Soon 
after this the rear wall fell, and this was 
followed by the front portion of the west 
well. Adjoining Emanuel’s, on the west, 
and fronting on Market street, was a two- 
story building, occupied as a piano sales­ 
room, trunk factory and frame factory. 
hen the last wall fell it brought down 
with it this builiing, which was flattened 
so thoroughly that no semblance of a 
building remained. It was not until about 
an hour and a half after the fire started 
that it was gotten under can tro I. 
THE LOSSES 
Are estimated at about three-quarters of 
a million of dollars, divided, as near as can 
be ascertained, as follows : 
A. L. Bancroft A Co., building, $120,000; 
insurance, $70,000. Stock and plant, $400,­ 
000; insurance, $120.000. 
L. & E. Emanuel, stock of furniture 
$120,000; insurance, $30,000. 
The other buildings and contents, on 
which (here was little insurance, will proba­ 
bly make up the balance of three-quartets 
of a million. 
SERIOUS IN JU RIES— FORTUNATE BSCAI'ES. 
A number of persons are reported killed 
and seriously injured, l’atrick Beatty, aged 
45, employed in the trunk factory adjoin­ 
ing Emanuel's, was caught in the falling 
ruin, and taken out in a dying condition. 
He was removed to the City Hospital, 
where he died shortly afterward.' 
Jack Curran, a fireman, who had a leg 
broken at the Crocker fire, sustained the 
same injury to-day. 
There were about 250 people in Ban­ 
croft’s and Emanuel’s establishments, in­ 
cluding a large number of girls employed 
in Bancroft's, who, when the alarm was 
sounded throughout the building, made a 
stampede on the stairway leading to the 
streets. Fortunately, however, all escaped 
in safety. 
A five-vear-old boy of Baron, a black­ 
smith on Broadway, near Stockton street, 
while viewing the fire from the roof of his 
father’s house, lost his balance and fell, 
ami was killed. 


T h e L a r g e s t .— The largest pumping en­ 
gine in the world is that at Priedensville, 
Pa., used to pump water out of a zinc mine. 
It was built at Merrick's foundry, Phila­ 
delphia, in 1870, at the cost of nearly 
$1,000,009. 
Its i«arts were so heavy that 
all the bridges along the line of the North 
Pennsylvania Railroad, from Philadelphia 
to Center Valley, were strengthened to in­ 
sure against accident. Its cylinder has a 
diameter of 110 inches; the piston rod is 
fourteen inches in diameter. It has a 
stroke of twelve feet, and in one minute 
forces over 20,000 gallons of water, or 30,­

Wliat pen 
can describe it? To see its quaint, and 
sometimes comical observances, in all their 
primitive grotesqueness, one must not re­ 
main in the more cosmopolitan City of 
Mexico, but seek remote villages in the in­ 
terior. As a rule, the larger the admixture 
of Indian blood and the poorer the people 
the more intensely religious are they, after a 
queer fashion peculiarly their own, which 
partakes more of the character of their 
Aztec ancestors' idolatry than the rites and 
ceremonies of Catholicism as practiced 
elsewhere. 
Many of these mummeries 
antedate the conquest, with but little modi- 
iication since the days of the great war- 
god Huitiilopoctli. As soon as the Spanish 
crusaders had secured the ancient city of 
Tenochtitlan, they rushed to the temples, 
appropriated the consecrated treasures and 
ornaments of barbaric gold, overthrew the 
altars and images of paganism, set up a 
ligure of the Virgin in the place of heathen 
idols and commanded the astonished peo­ 
ple to fall down and worship their God, 
who was mightier than the gods of Ana- 
huae. The defenseless natives were com­ 
pelled to 
nOW BEFORE THE NEW IMAGES 
. 
And forsake the old ; but the missionaries 
sent over by the Spanish King did not stay 
to acquire the language of the Indians, nor 
to explain to them the doctrines cf Chris­ 
tianity. They at once proceeded to baptize 
and administer the sacrament, punishing 
apostates with the tortures prescribed by 
the Inquisition. Such was their zeal that 
a single priest would baptize his thousands 
between the rising and the setting sun. 
The Flemish monk, Peter de Ghent, writ­ 
ing from Mexico, in 152!), boasted that he 
” and another missionary ” had " con­ 
verted” more than 200,000 Mexicans, their 
ordinary day’s work being “ from ten to 
twenty thousand souls!’’ A lew years 
after the conquest the monks reported the 
number of converts as four millions. But 
it was manifest that the multitudes who 
had accepted the new rites on compulsion, 
in order to conciliate their cruel conquer­ 
ors, iiad merely substituted one set of idols 
for another, with mental reservations in 
favor of their ancient gods. Through all 
the centuries their superstitions and tradi­ 
tions have descended from father to son, 
and even to this day garlands of flowers 
are sometimes found surreptitiously hung 
upon the stone divinities that uow inhabit 
the museums. 
De Young tells us that the mysteries of 
the religion were so far beyond the com­ 
prehension of the Aztecs that the 
priests found it absolutely -necessary to 
allow lliem to retain a portion of their 
original superstitions, and to connive at the 
amalgamation of holy rites with pagan 
ceremonies, confounding the absurd and 
gloomy fancies pertaining to heathen 
mythology with the exalted doctrines of 
Christianity. Humboldt says: “ The in­ 
troduction of the Romish religion had no 
other effect upon the Mexicans than to 
substitute new ceremonies and symbols for 
the rites of a sanguinary worship. Dogma 
has not succeeded dogma, but only cere­ 
mony to ceremony. I have seenthem , 
masked and adorned with tinkling bells, 
perform savage dances around the altar, 
while a monk of St. Francis elevated the 
host.” 
DURING THE HOLY SEASON 
We went to Tlalpujahua (pronounced 
Tlap-poo-ha-wah), it being the most prim­ 
itive village within easy reach, where the 
customs of the past prevail in almost un- 
dimimshed grotesqueness, despite the mod­ 
ifying intiuence of the “reform” govern­ 
ment. There the usual melodrama or sort 
of Passion Play, in which the sutlerings, 
death and burial of our Savior are all 
minutely represented, is yearly enacted by 
living figures. 
The ancient church of 
Tlalpujahua was built more than two cen­ 
turies and a half ago, but its adobe walls, 
though scarred by time and green with 
mold and lichens, look capable of defying 
the elements till the resurrection morning. 
Adjoining it is a charming place, which 
once belonged to the monks of the order 
oalled Padres Camilos. During Holy Week 
we were guests of the hospitable family 
who now occupy it, spending most of the 
time when within its walls in the cool and 
fragrant garden, swinging in hammocks 
under the orange trees, after the manner of 
our kind entertainers. Here we took our 
morning coffee—where many a holy friar 
has lingered with one eye open to the roses 
and the other presumably closed for “in- 
nard meditation”—and then sallied forth 
about 10 a. m. to the Passion Play. 
The old church was brilliantly illum in­ 
ated by a thousand waxen tapers, making 
pale the rays of sunlight which struggled 
in through the small, heavily-barred win­ 
dows high up under the roof. Loads of 
fruit and ilowers (conspicuously oranges 
and yellow marigolds) were piled upon all 
the altars as votive offerings, floors were 
strewn with poppies and roses, and the 
place was thronged to suffocation with 
rugged leperos and blanketed Aztecs. 
First after the mass, 
CHRtST HAD TO BE CAUGHT, 
According to programme; and while the 
crowd rushed oft' after the “ Roman sol­ 
diers” to assist in cl prendimiento (the cap­ 
ture), Betsy and 1 improved the oppor- 
nity to select a favorable place from which 
to view the subsequent ceremonies. Be­ 
neath a spreading palm tree within the 
church inclosure was a portable pulpit 
covered with purpie velvet and shining 
stufls, and we could do no better than 
perch ourselves on top of a ruinous old 
adobe sepulcher near by, though at the 
risk of tumbling in and rainglingourbones 
with those moldering inside. 
At length the procession appeared, re­ 
turning down the green lanes of the village 
to the sounds of fife and viol—a motley 
multitude of Jews, l’harisees and Romans, 
all gorgeously costumed according to Mex­ 
ican ideas of the same, in green and silver, 
or scarlet and gold, with feathered helmets 
and exaggerated ornaments. They were 
mounted upon horses which had been 
taught to dance at the sound of the music, 
and each carried a lamp, or lantern, sur­ 
mounted by gaily-colored plumes made of 
spun glas-. They had been from house to 
house, all over the village, pretending to 
search for the Savior, till at length, having 
captured a life-sized wooden figure (which 
had been brought from the church and 
secreted for the purpose), they pretended to 
return in triumph with Him they sought. 
In.the midst of the soldiers was " 
THE WOODEN CHRIST DRESSED IN ROBES OF 
rURPLK SILK, 
And borne upon a platform by four men. 
guarded on all sides by bristling spears, 
while an indescribable train of ragged In­ 
dians, men, women and children, brought 
up the procession. The image was placed 
in an artificial bower among the .trees, sup­ 
posed to be the Garden of Gelbsemane. Th ?n 
the village priest arrived and mounted to 
his place in the purple-draped pulpit, while 
an attendant obligingly held a huge crim­ 
son cotton umbrella over iiis shaven head. 
We are told that 
Zaceheus he 
Did climb a tree 
His lord and m aster for to sec. 
And a number of ragged boys imitated his 
example, perching upon even- available 
twig at the imminent peril ot broken necks. 
The cure began his sermon (of course in 
Spanish) by an account of the sufferings 
and persecutions of Christ, the causes and 
effects of His death, the sinfulness of the 
Jews, etc. He talked for half an hour in 
that strain, in simple words adapted to his 
audience : till suddenly, while anathema­ 
tizing Judas, he appeared confused bv the 
idea that if the traitorous disciple had failed 
in his part of the programme, as “ foreor­ 
dained from the foundation," the whole 
plan of salvation would have fallen 
through ! But quietly recovering hiraselt, 
he described the agony of Christ in the Gar­ 
den to which he frequentjv went with His 
disciples, and the treachery of him who 
knew the place, and who “ having received 


a band of men and officers from the chief 
priests and l’harisees, cometh hither with 
lanterns and torches and weapons.” This, 
theu, 
EXPLAINS TUE LAMPS AND TORCHES 
Of the procession, and as the cure went on 
minutely describing the circumstances, one 
who represented the spy, with a horrible 
mask like a pig’s head, was seen peering 
through the trees where Jesus was con­ 
cealed ; and shortly afterwards, Judas, his 
face covered with black crape, and followed 
by a band of soldiers, glides through with 
a stage stride worthy “ the crushed trage­ 
dian ' in his palmiest days. 
“ Now.” said the curate, " what does the 
traitor do? He hath given them a sign, 
saying, ‘ Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he—hold him fast.’ He goes—he 
approaches the sacred person of the Lord.” 
(Here Judas stepped forward and embraced 
the wooden image.) “It is done! ” groaned 
the priest, “ the horrible act of treachery is 
completed! ‘And forthwith he came to 
Jesus and said, Hail Master, and kissed 
him. But now Jesus, knowing all things 
that should come upon him, went forth 
and said unto them, Whom seek ye? They 
answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
said unto them, I am he.’ ” As the cure 
pronounced these words, the entire proces­ 
sion suddenly fell prostrate upon the 
ground. " Mark,” said he, “ the power of 
the w ord! They came out to take him 
with swords and staves, but at the sound 
of the Divine voice they acknowledge the 
power of God and tall at his feet! But it 
is only for a moment. Behold! Now 
they bind him—they buffet him —they 
smite him with the palms of their hands— 
they lead him away to the high priest.” 
All this was faithfully enacted, amid the 
tears of the people, and the wooden Christ 
WAS NEARLY DEMOLISHED 
By the blows and bufferings it received, 
though sometimes the good cure was 
obliged to repeat himself several times be­ 
fore the Jews and Romans remembered 
what to do, while a few of them persisted 
in falling down at the wrong place, or in 
hitting the Savior before Iiis time. This 
ended the first act, as the figure was bound 
and borne away to prison, followed by all 
tlie people—many of the women in tears 
and the men repeating ave Marias and 
pater nosters with pious fervor. 
In the evening the same procession filled 
the streets, always surrounded by a crowd 
of men, women and children from the ad­ 
jacent villages. Bonfires were lighted be­ 
fore all the principal bouses, and every­ 
body carried lighted lamps, candles or 
torches—Betsy and I among the rest, with 
smoky lanterns of villainously-smelling 
oil. as much out of deference to the cus­ 
toms of our kind entertainers as from the 
knowledge that when in Rome it is safer 
to “ do as the Romans.” The figure now 
carried about the streets was called “ our 
Savior of the column,” and represents 
Christ tied toa pillar,streaming with blood 
from tiie scourging, and crowned with 
thorns. The effect, by the flickering glare 
of lamps and torches, was more weird than 
can he imagined, bightcned by the wildest 
and saddest music ears ever heard, per 
formed by Indians on curious wind instru­ 
ments made of reeds, fashioned in as prim­ 
itive a manner as that which the great god 
Ban may have played upon among the 
rushes. As the Savior was led from door 
to door the people pressed to kiss his 
wooden feet, trampling upon each other in 
their eagerness, and mothers held aloft 
their babes that they might 
TOUCH THE HEM OF HtS GARMENT. 
Ail this sounds profane, and would be rid­ 
iculous anywhere outside of Mexico ; but. 
strange to say. the effect is intensely solemn 
rather than calculated to call a smile from 
the most unbelieving. 
Tlie poor Indians 
are so devoutly in earnest, all with such 
saddened faces, and many with streaming 
eyes, beating their breasts with such pitiful 
blows of contrition, as the tragedy enacted 
nearly nineteen hundred years ago in far­ 
away Calvary was thus made real to them. 
For another thing, the music is always 
good, though in the poorest rural hamlets 
where the squalid Indians have nothing 
but reeds to play upon, for these simple- 
hearted children of the tropics are natural 
musicians, as they are natural idolators 
and image-worshipers. 
But the most 
harrowing part of the Passion Play is yet 
to come, on “ Holy Thursday” and “ Good 
Friday,” of which my next letter will tell 
you.

Iiis work in the interest of gathering at 
nishing to the press and the public information upon the meteorology and clima 
of California, has extended far beyond his duties under the Government. In th_____ 
he has rendered valuable service in collecting data liom prívale individuals and public 
records, and putting it into proper form for reference, comparison and preservation. 
The Signal Corps Station was not established here until 1878. but Sergeant Barwick has 
extended his researches, and largely coniph ted the records, from sources above referred 
to, to about the time of the first American occupation. In this line of work he has far 
exceeded all former observers upon the coast, and the information thus evolved has 
been fully appreciated by the public.

THE METEOROLOGY AND CLIMA­ 
TOLOGY OF CALIFORNIA. 


T hirty-six Y ears o f O bservation ol 
H eat. Cold, K ain l’ail an d 
W ind in th is S tate. 


There has just been issued from the State 
Printing Office a neat pamphlet of eighty 
pages on the meteorology and climatology 
of the great valleys and foothills of Cali­ 
fornia for from fifteen to thirty-six years, 
as collated and compiled by Sergeant 
Janies A. Barwick, observer at Sacramento 
of the Signal Corps of the United States 
Army and Meteorologist to the State 
Board of Agriculture. He is a careful, 
competent and painstaking meteorologist, 
and has contributed largely to popular edu­ 
cation in meteorology in California. His 
book is a valuable one and should be 
widely read. To land-owners. real estate 
dealers and producers it is of especial value, 
while as a means of authentic information 
for intending settlers in California and in­ 
quirers into our climate, it is of the highest 
importance. 
There are extracts from many valuable 
papers in the volume and other interesting 
statistics, but we present in full only one 
tableo! high value,showing the comparative 
temperature for California and oilier por­ 
tions of the United States and health re­ 
sorts in Europe and Mexico. 
It is remarkable that out of 63stations in 
various parts of the United States that 
give the highest temperature, there are 43 
that have a maximum of 1Ü0 and over, go­ 
ing to show that there are very few places 
in the United States but what have at times 
a very high temperature, well up ¡11 the 
nineties, and very often over 10O. In the 
column of lowest temperature a dash, thus 
(—)t before a figure, indicates below zero. 
It will be seen that 33 out of 63 stations 
(that show the lowest temperature) have a 
minimum below zero. Cities very much 
further south than Sacramento or Red 
Bluff show a very much lower tempera­ 
ture. as witness Santa Fe, which has a tem­ 
perature as low as 13 below zero; Aiken, 
S. C., down to 3 above: Atlanta, Ga., 3 
above; Chattanooga, 3 above; Knoxville, 
Tenn.,14 below zero; Prescott, Arizona, 18 
below zero; Jacksonville. Fla.. 19; Jeru­ 
salem, the Holy City, 25 above. It proves 
beyond a doubt that California can stand a 
comparison with places much farther south 
than the upper Sacramento valley and cen­ 
tral part of the State. The columns of 
mean temperature for the different seasons 
of the year are also valuable for ready ref­ 
erence, and proof of the salubrity of the 
California climate. These tables are drawn 
from records of many years (and not from 
one single year), making them much more 
valuable as reference tables:

HOT AND COLD YEARS. 
Sergeant Barwick draws the conclusion 
that the coldest year was that of 1880 
(57.5°); the warmest, 1864, 62.8°. The 
coldest was 2.7° below mean average, and 
the warmest 2.0° above. This slight dif­ 
ference must strike every inquirer forcibly. 
The judgment is reached that the average 
temperature of any year is not likely to 
vary more than 3° from 00° either way 


mean, 30.003 ; mean relative humidity,66 6- 
mean temperature, 59 5. The maximum 
temperature was: 1878, August. 100 5 ­

WIND AND CLOUD.

20 22 ; 18S3-4, 31.10; 1884-5, 22 88. Mean 
for 12years, 23.89 inches. The mean dif­ 
ference between the coldest and warmest 
for ten years was 19.67°. To a comparison 
of these figures for those reported first given 
(forSacramento), we invite ihe reader s at­ 
tention. the two fairly representing the in­ 
terior valley and the ocean coast regions. 
Many tables are given of observations at 
other points. The totals of some of these 
we rep,reduce : Satinas, monthly average 
temperature 1.872-1885, 54.59°, the highest 
being 84.1° and the lowest 20°. Poway. 
San Diego county, monthly average,59.31°; 
highest, 103°; lowest, 25'°. San Diego,

A letter from Ellwood Cooper, Santa 
Barbara, gives interesting statistics of rain­ 
fall there. The average season rainfall,

A valuable comparative table of rain­ 
fall for 1S86 at 61 points is given from 
the office of the Signal Service at 
Sait Francisco up to February 1st. 
A table appears here, front the same 
authority that gives the rainfall and cont­ 
inued averages at 135 poiuts for February 
front one to thirtv-seven vears.

THE WONDERFUL STORY OF ELIZA­ 
BETH MOUAT. 
A recent number of the Edinburgh 
Scotsman contains a four-column account of 
the terrible experience of Elizabeth Mouat, 
who was carried in % small boat across the 
north sea from Shetland to the Norwegian 
coast. That truth is stranger than fiction, 
is an oft repeated truism. Since all fiction 
is born of truths experienced, it must 
be that the latter often exceeds, in all that 
awakens wonder, the wildest flights of fancy. 
No story of adventure alone at sea, we have 
read surpasses in dramatic intensity the 
narrative of Elizabeth Mouat. The pro­ 
lific sea has given us thrilling tales of 
truth that challenge the belief of even the 
most credulous; it has put of record stories 
of suffering and privation and woe that we 
had believed could not be overshadowed 
by more woeful recitals; but here is the 
touching story of a woman that proves 
how short of possibility was this convic­ 
tion. William 
Black, 
Miss 
Thack- 
erv, 
F. Marion 
Crawford, 
Robert 
Louis Stevenson and 
Jules Verne 
would find in this remarkable narrative 
texts for more marvelous construction of- 
plot and romantic detail, than the most 
vivid imagination and Iroundless fancy 
cjiild furnish. The Columbine is a boat of 
twenty-one ton.-- burden. Her master set 
sail from Grnitness for Lerwick Saturday 
morning, January 30th. Elizabeth Mouat 
was his only passenger. Her father was a 
shoemaker in Levenwiek. When she was 
an infant he was lost at sea. She has been 
all her life a toiling woman of simple 
habits, like most of the people of the Shet­ 
land Isles. She sailed on the Columbine for 
Lerwick to get medical advice. The other 
women of the village commissioned 
her to buy for them various little articles 
and market the goods they had tfilde 
for sale, chiefly knit work, and for which 
these women are famous. The Captain 
had two sailors to aid him. Elizabeth be­ 
came seasick and went below. Sh.rtlv- 
after sailing the sea began to run high 
and the boat rolled heavily. 
The main- 
sheet broke presently, and Elizabeth heard 
cries of fear and the command to “get 
away the boat." She tried to climb out of 
the cabin, hut fell back and fainted. Rally­ 
ing in a few moments, she got on deck and 
found the crew had gone, and that she had 
apparently been deserted at sea on a drift­ 
ing fishing smack, tossing at the mercy of 
the waves. She did not know that when 
the main-sheet broke the heavy boom in 
its swing had knocked the skipjier over­ 
board, and that the two sailors had gone 
with the boat to his rescue. She did not 
learn until long after, of the dismay with 
which these sailors saw the boat get tinder 
way and sail from them. Nearly dead 
with fatigue, they reached the shore and 
gave the alarm, hut the people could then 
but just see the Columbine speeding to 
sea with the aged invalid as its sole occu­ 
pant. The steam trawler Gipsy that even­ 
ing started in pursuit, and on Monday the 
steamer Earl, of Zetland, followed in 
search. But they both returned, after 
some days, with no tidings of the boat and 
its lone voyager, then rolling at the mercy 
of the tempestuous waters of the North 
Sea. She soon realized she was not to be 
rescued that day, and fell back helpless 
into the little cabin. The storm increased 
in fury, and the woman was roused by the 
bruising of her casting about. She could 
only save herself from being dashed to 
death by clinging to a hit of rope hanging 
from the ceiling. By this means she was 
enabled to sit or stand in comparative 
safety. The furniture broke loose and was 
dashed about; the companion-way ladder 
was cast loose, and she was a prisoner, in­ 
deed. There was a bunk ; but she dared 
not repose in it, as she could not hold upon 
the narrow shelf. All the nine-days she 
was on the boat she did not lay down, and 
declares she never slept in all that time; 


hut we must assume that her body too j 
rest in sleep, though she knew it not. The ; 
first night was an awful one in the fury of 
the storm. The waves washed the vessel 
over and over: the spray dashed into the 
cabin and drenched the poor woman : snow 
and hail fell, and freezing cold set in. Wet, 
half frozen and benumbed, this invalid lit­ 
tle peasant woman, 60 years of age, with 
lacerated and bleeding hands and bruised 
and lieaten body, clinging to the rope end 
through all the long night of horror in 
darkness profound, expecting death at any 
moment, never lost faith in her belief of 
an overruling Providence, and that the 
God she trusted, in her simple piety, was 
was ordering all things for the best. That 
night was repeated over and over again. 
On Wednesday 
the 
sea moderated 
somewhat, and the sun came out. But 
never once did she get on deck. By stand­ 
ing on a chest, each day she could get a 
momentary glimpse out of the companion­ 
way. Twice she saw land—low, precipitous 
hills, behind them mountains clad with 
snow. The vessel sailed hither and thither, 
changing its course scores of times 
daily. 
Sometimes 
it 
was 
swept 
stern on by the gale, and again 
rolled and pitched in the midst of moun­ 
tainous waves, so beaten by baffling winds 
that it made at times no progress. The 
sails were whipped to rags, the rigging 
torn from its fastenings, cracked in the 
tenqiest like gunshots. The boat's timbers 
were strained, and the groaning of ilie ves­ 
sel was such as to strike terror to even a 
sailor’s soul. 
The woman might have 
gone mad had she not on the third day 
found the mate’s watch, with which, hv 
frequent winding and consulting, she kept 
her mind occupied. Fortunately she found 
also a heavy pea jacket, and, putting it on, 
saved herself from perishing with cold. 
The cabin lamp she succeeded in lighting 
on the third night, hut the oil was shal­ 
low and she turned it up now and then to 
look upon her sole companion, the watch; 
but on Thursday the oil was exhausted, 
and thereafter she dwelt in theawfuldark- 
ness of night at sea in a tempest. Her 
torn and bleeding hands she rested by a 
loop made of cord, which she attached to 
the hanging rope. In this she would put 
her elbows, and thus maintain her posi­ 
tion, until the cords cutting to her flesh 
compelled her to put up her poor bleeding 
hands again. She had two half-penny 
biscuits and a quart bottle of milk, pro­ 
vided for what was supposed would lie a 
two hours’ voyage. 
Not until Sunday- 
night did she eat, and then but half of a 
biscuit. 
By Wednesday night her food 
and drink were gone, and all the remain­ 
ing days she suffered the pangs of gnawing, 
ravenous hunger and burning thirst. She 
would moisten her lips with salt water now 
and then, and thus got some relief, hut had 
courage to resist the temptation to drink 
the brine. Thursday another storm set in 
as terrible as the first. It raged to the end 
of her wonderful voyage, and the cold was 
intense. 
How many strong men would 
have survived such horrors? 
W ith how 
many would desperation have taken the 
place of calm trust, and madness have 
usurped the seal of reason. 
No tales of 
fiction, of solitude and desertion and suf­ 
fering and horror in mid-ocean, have ever 
risen to the level of this recital of simple 
truth. 
Saturday night, about midnight, 
the boat struck a granite reef The little 
shell was dashed hither and thither, and 
forced on between jagged rocks projecting 
Irom the sea. The mast went by the board 
with a crash, the hurricane stripped the 
decks and rolled the little boat from side to 
side, and at last dashed it upon a shinglv 
beach. Four fathoms eitiier side it would 
have been broken into splinters upon jag­ 
ged rocks and in precipitous bights upon 
the southern shore of the island of Lepsoe, 
a mere rock rising 1,600 feet out of 
the sea upon tiie west coast of Norwav- 
m latitude 62° 
At 
other 
spot on all this desolate rock is there a 
place where the boat could have touched 
the shore. All the coast else is sheer 
rock, rising directly vertical out of un­ 
fathomable depths. Who shall dare to 
question the simple, steadfast faith of 
Elizabeth Mouat. that a gracious God, in 
answer to her prayers, guided the little 
vessel to the only spot, and that but a few 
feet wide, where for miles it was possible 
for the boat to land ? At dawn she 
looked out and saw the island. Tiie 
shore was but a few rods away, the water 
between not deep, but rough. She saw 
people ,,n tiie chore, she waved her poor, 
bleeding arms to them, and set earned with 
what breath was left her for help. She 
was seen and heard. Stout Norway fisher­ 
men came to the rescue, but it was a peril­ 
ous one. They got a rope from the boat 
to the shore ; they wove cords about the 
fainting, wounded woman, and sent the 
ends ashore ; they lifted her over the side, 
and told her she must cling to the hawser 
and clamber down it. And this aged 
woman, after five days of fasting, and 
eight nights of sleeplessness, and nine days 
of superhuman struggle with wave and 
cold and tempest, went hand over hand 
down the hempen cable, till just near the 
shore her marvelous power of endurance 
and courage failed her, and she fell into 
the surf, hut brave men plunged in, and 
she was dragged ashore. She was carried 
to a hamlet on the rock, and kind women 
nursed her back to life, hut through the 
awful sufieriegs that always -upervine 
upon such exposure and trial. Her story 
went abroad, and big-hearted people came 
to see and aid her. Purses were opened 
and supplies furnished, and February 15th 
she was conveyed to Aalesund, and five 
days thereafter sent on to Hull, and 
thence to Edinburgh, arriving there Febru­ 
ary 24th. Her narrative has excited 
wide interest, 
and 
brought to her 
aid 
from 
hundreds 
of 
quarters 
that assures her and hers ease and 
comfort for the remainder of her life. 
She was swept by the tempest in a tortuous 
course hundreds of miles. Directlv across 
the North Sea from Sumburgh Head, at 
the extreme south of the Shetland», to 
the spot where the Columbine was mirac­ 
ulously shot between rocks not twenty-five 
feet apart, into the only cove on the west 
shore of Leproe, it is 280 miles in a bee 
line. It was a strange voyage, indeed. 
W ritten into romantic fiction it would he 
pronounced an unwarrantable flight of 
fancy. The Scotsman says: 
Scraps of the tale have been told already. It 
was known how the Columbine came to be 
adrift; it was known that she had been searched 
for and given up for lost, and it was known that 
she had come ashore in Norway with Elizabeth 
Mouat still alive. Something oe her adventures 


has also been told, but incorrectly and with 
exaggerations as to particular facts. 
But the Scotsman sent its own corre­ 
spondent to Aalesund to see the woman, 
and be came with her to Edinburgh, and 
the recital wc have barely sketched is given 
with authenticity, all fiction eliminated, 
and the story of simple, pious trust, un­ 
broken courage and wonderful endurance, 
and marvelous rescue from the grasp of the 
sea 
told not 
without exaggeration, 
hut with far less of vividness than the 
reality, for the all real sufferings of Eliza­ 
beth Mouat will never he known. 
PROFESSIONAL AGITATORS. 
The Inter-Ocean speaks of professional 
anarchists, communists, socialists and agi­ 
tators. There are such. They are loudest 
in complaining of woes they never experi­ 
ence and wrongs they never feel. They 
howl on Sunday afternoons on sandlots and 
street corners ; they blaze out upon plat­ 
forms at mass meetings; they flaunt red 
flags and shout for blood in anarchist pro­ 
cessions. They are ever to the fore with 
resolutions, and 
their blatant, foul­ 
mouthed vulgarity and threatenings are in 
all ears. These fellows seldom work ; hut 
they are always well fed ami well elad. 
They pretend to he the representatives of 
labor interests, but in nine i ases out of ten, 
develop as enemies of our system of gov­ 
ernment. As the Inter-Ocean says is the 
case in Chicago, so it is here and every­ 
where, “ it matters not how carefully and 
considerately laborers with grievances pro­ 
ceed at first, they find a- the contest grows 
warm a number of irresponsible men 
sneaking into their councils, working their 
way into their meetings, and claiming the 
right to speak for them before the public. 
In this way it has happened that the earn­ 
estness of men who have real grievances, 
lias been turned to the advantage of, or 
rather lias been taken advantage of, by 
men seeking to overthrow all government 
and all regulations of society.” The offi­ 
cial testimony of Congressman Peek, of 
the Bureau ot Labor Statistics for New 
lork, is that his research develops the 
fact that the " professional ” workingman 
agitators are doing labor interests incalcu­ 
lable injury. “ These alleged laborers,” 
he 
says, 
“ are 
hands 
of 
agita­ 
tors who 
manage to subsist 
upon 
the prejudices of workingmen.” 
Of 
course these fellows have their own 
purposes to attain, their own nests to 
feather, or revenges to work. Thev are 
generally purchasable, and when blows 
are dealt can be counted on at the rear. 
The real hard-working, honest-handed 
and big-hearted laboring people—the 
toilers in shop, in store, in mine, at bench, 
at forge, or in the hot atmosphere of con­ 
fined midnight work-rooms—have no in­ 
tention of assailing the Government. 
They are as loyal to law and order and 
human right- as are any. Their claim of 
grievances they wish to make known in 
appeals for the consideration of their 
fellow-men and women, out they are not 
those who demand the knife and the torch, 
and breathe threatenings against society 
and government. All that sort of thing 
is left to tiie “ professional anarchist.” 
The misfortune is that so many workers 
permit these cowardly assassins to pose in 
their name, listen to their harangues, and 
lead the world to believe—by their silence 
—that these windy hypocrites really rep­ 
resent kdior interests. The laboring men 
should take the advice of the Inter-Oceant 
and “ kick these professional blatherskites 
and anarchists out of their meetings.” 
When they do that a great wave of human 
sympathy for every proven wrong under 
which they suffer, will roll in upon the 
toilers, and not until then. 
i he Kei’ord-Union's article on “ Half­ 
Breed Americanism ” has struck a popular 
sympathetic chord, and the press generally 
is expressing its approval. The demand 
for tin- elimination of half-breed Amer­ 
ican 
titles and half-breed 
Ameri­ 
can organizations should have roused 
public attention long ago. Two years 
since we treated of the saiue mat­ 
ter under the title “ Clanishness.” The 
time is near at hand when Americanism 
will become dominant. A man is either 
an American citizen or he is not. There 
is no middle estate. The sooner political 
parties pronounce against the half-and- 
half clubs that, seven times out of ten 
are piece clubs, the better for them, for the 
day will dawn when those who estimate 
American citizenship at its full value, will 
antagonize any and all party organizations 
that recognize any other or superior title 
than that of American. We are gratified 
by the receipt of commendations of the 
stand taken, from naturalized citizens. The 
truth is that the reform ought to liegin 
with them, and we believe it has already 
vitality sufficient to frown down all and 
any half-breed political associations. Let 
us have political clubs by all means, but no 
more of the native-American, Irish-Ameri- 
can, German-Ameriean, Franco-American 
side degrees. The time is rijie for their 
condemnation. 
Brr if a law exists providing for arbitration 
in rt.ni :i case®, and the method provided for is 
accepted, the decisions will be more likely lobe 
complied with than if there were no sanction of 
law m the case, and they will have a support 
from public opinion which would not otherwise 
exist.—[New York Times. 
But arbitration is sanctioned now by the 
laws of every State in the Union. The 
specific statutes provide that arbitration 
awards may he made as effective as the 
judgments of Courts. Congress may pass 
fifty arbitration bills, and not one of them 
can be made effective. All it can do is to 
advise and to oiler its services as a media­ 
tor. But is it Lest to set up a regular 
Board of Arbitration in place of the spe­ 
cial arbitrators the parties to a dispute 
may now choose ? We think not, because 
to such offices it is impossible to call the 
only men in the nation fit to fill them, and 
because no permanent Board can he pos­ 
sessed of the varied knowledge necessary to 
qualify arbitrators for all the varving in­ 
terests that may be involved in the labor 
issues. And then what right has Congress 
to take money from the common treasury, 
to pay the cost of settling the dispute be­ 
tween A and B ? 


P rofessor D avid Sw ing is entitled to 
the thanks of those readers “ who forget ” 
for coming to their defense in the Easter 
number of The Current. He holds that 
forgetfulness of what one reads is not 
wholly loss or mental defect. Books of in­ 
formation, he well says, must he remem­ 
bered, but literature is not information so 
much as inspiration. 
“ Its object, like 
that of music, is not to convey knowledge, 


but to awaken all that is good and latent 
in the soul. Literature builds up the 
powers of the reader, and hence w hen the 
words of the author are gone the powers 
of the reader remain. A mind like that 
of Cas telar need not read much in these 
latter years, nor need he remember, for he 
can now produce.” So he holds memory 
may be a coarse sieve, letting through its 
meshes things great and small, and “ yet 
the mind may be little injured, because 
those lost things built up faculties, tastes 
and leelings which form a permanent part 
of the character.” Professor Swing would 
have us understand that it is not evidence 
of loss of power if we remember but little. 
T he Report says: “ San Francisco was 
too modest to even ask for the Republican 
Convention.” The modesty of the me­ 
tropolis! Heaven defend it. Blushing 
San Francisco? “ Thy modesty’s a candle 
to thy merit,” but then the candle’s only a 
flickering, sputtering stub. 


Secretary Bayard and Congressman 
Belmont are urging a new convention with 
China, with a view of forming a treaty 
that will exclude from this country all 
Chinese laborers. May thev succeed. 
V ery evidently Jeffi Davis is past the 
hope of reconstruction. It does not mat­ 
ter ; whatever he may say now will do no 
harm. 


PUBLIC OFFENDERS. 
Who are 'lost to Itlame—t iolators of the 
[.¡no or Derelict Officials ? 
A few days ago the Recobd-Union pub­ 
lished a statement that fish were kept 
from ascending the South Fork of the 
American river to the spawning grounds 
in El Dorado county by a dam maintained 
in the stream by the Natoinu Water utid 
Mining Company. The people of a very 
large section of the State are thereby de­ 
prived of their natural supply of food fish. 
Since surface mining in that region has al­ 
most entirely ceased, hydraulic mining be­ 
come a thing of the past, and the water in 
the stream clear, there is no reason why 
the American should not teem with salmon 
to its headquarters, providing the ob­ 
structions complained of are removed, or 
the law relative to fishways and fish-lad­ 
ders complied with. 
The following correspondence shows how 
the laws are disregarded, and public of­ 
ficials derelict in duty in other counties of 
the State besides El Dorado county :

Tottu Honorable Pish Commission, State of f 'an- 
ifornia—Dear Slits: I would respectfully cull 
you attention to the following facts relative to 
the non-appearance of salmon in the Merced 
river and its tributaries iabove certain dams), 
and comprising several hundred miles of the 
best breeding or spawning groundsqp this coast. 
It is now some fifteen or twenty years since 
salmon were in these waters. Prior to that 
time the fish were quite proliiie, and supplied 
food to the inhabitants of an extended mount­ 
ain range, including the Yosemite Valley, Fish 
Camp, above the Big Tree station, ele., and 
there is no just cause why the citizens of this 
extensive country should not again eujoythe 
fish food that we are rightfully entitled to. The 
causes that debar us are as follows : 
First—At the lirst or lower dams belonging to 
the Crown Lead Mine and Milling Company 
situated en the Merced river, about one-half 
mile below Split Rock Ferry, and I believe 
owned in Sau Francisco, but niincs not worked 
for many years, ladders were placed at said 
dam, but were so constructed as to entirely 
evade the latv. l'p to this point on the river 
tiie rim of salmon is great, but arc there 
stopped. However, occasionally, a strong Iish 
is enabled to jump the ladders, but only to be 
caught iu a sluice which lias a rii“k. or grizzlies, 
above aud below. The salmon, being thus 
trapped, is then killed wnth clubs in the hands 
of parties placed there, as 1 understand, to pro­ 
tect the fish. Consequently no salmon ever gets 
above that point. 
Second—lu addition to the lower dam there is 
also the Benton Mills dam. situated two miles 
further up the river, where there are also lad­ 
ders placed, and where even if the tbh got that 
iar it would lie simply impossible !*ir them to 
get over. The distance irom those dams up 
to the North Fork of the Merced river is some 
eight miles, and twenty inil»s further up the 
8outh Fork makes connection, and its head is 
over titty miles further up in the mountains. 
From these forks the distance to the Yosemite 
valley is over twenty miles. Between all these 
points there are numerous canyons through 
which empty many streams; in fact, small 
rivers that head far up in the mountains. The 
whole combined make a most exteuded fish 
breeding section. 
Year after year, time after time, the county 
officials have been requested to tike active 
measures in this matter, but 
for rea­ 
sons known to themselves only, no steps have 
been taken for the remedy of this great wrong. 
Trusting you will deem the Case ol sufficient 
importance to warrant looking into, I am, dear

In reply to the above Secretary Dibble 
wrote as follows :

If. II. Told. Ken.—D ear Sir : Your tavur of 
March 9tli at hand. It is surprising that your 
county officials would permit, and your citizens 
submit, to the grievous and unlawful wrongs 
mentioned iu your letter. No person or party 
has the right to obstruct the streams m the 
State, and thereby prevent the fiee passage and 
habitation of food fish therein, state law sub­ 
ordinates the right of dam-owners and other ob­ 
structionists to the rights common of piscary, 
in securing by legislative eusctments the 
free pas-age and protection of Iish. These 
enactments were made iu order that fishing and 
its f ed in its profits and values could lie I'recly 
enjoyed. Merced river is as much covered by 
tlie protection of the law, as is the 8 leramento, 
Feather and other rivers or the bays of the 
State. 
Iu order to protect fishing rights nud to secure 
ami increase tiie fish supply, the manner and 
seasons for the taking of fish is regula ed by­ 
law, and violations are made offenses. The 
placing of deleterious poisons or explosive sub­ 
stances in the waters Of the state, for the pur­ 
pose ol taking or destroying fish, js made a 
crime. The tailing to construct and keep in re­ 
pair (after notice so to do) sufficient fish ways or 
ladders in dams, or obstruction?, is made a mis­ 
demeanor. .-section C37, Penal Code. Subdi­ 
vision i) of Section M2, Penal Code, makes it 
the duty of the Fi«li Commissioners "to fur­ 
nish plaits for and direct and compel the con­ 
struction end repair of fish ladders and ways 
upon ilams and obstruction?." In order to carrv 
out the provisions ot the la»', the aid of the’ 
District Attorney must be invoked, " to institute 
proceedings" for the arrest of persons charged 
with violations. In this respect his duty is de­ 
clared in Subdivision 2 of Section 1250 of the 
Political Code. 
For ready leterence, I forwarded to you yes­ 
terday a pocket edition of the fish and g imo 
laws of California. To-day I send you copies of 
" Plan and Elevation of Fishways." 
Fill 
blanks and cause sen ice to be made upon own 
crs. in Ihe event the owners fail to comply 
with the notice and law, your District Attorney 
will without doubt compel compliance. If de­ 
sired. and the name of a reliable person bo sug­ 
gested. the Fisli Commission will appoint for 
vour district a Deputy Fish Commissioner. As 
to his duties and powers, see Subdivision j. Sec­ 
tion C12. Penal Code. 
Our Commission will aid your citizens and 
officers in compelling obedieuce to the huv. and 
in bringing offenders to punishment.

J ack Rabbit P lague.—Stock men say 
that jack rabbits were never so numerous 
since the settlement of tiie country by the 
whiles as at present. The pests not'only 
infest Nevada, but Utah and parts ol Idaho. 
They swarm through the valleys and eat 
more grass than all the herds and flocks in 
the State. They were nearly as numerous 
tenor twelve years ago as "they are now, 
hut then a disease broke out among them 
and their dead carcases strewed the plains 
in many places. Some are of the opinion, 
says the Silver State, that the killing of coy­ 
otes. on whose scalps the last Legislature 
put a bounty, is partially' responsible for 
the increase of rabbits, while others sav 
that has very little to do with it; At any 
rate there is a unanimous sentiment in 
favor of the repeal of the Act, which places 
a price on coyote scalps, by the next Legis­ 
lature.—[Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel. 
A M e c h a n i c a l O b s e r v a t o r y .—A mete­ 
orological station is about to Ire established 
among the highest mountains of Mexico, 
at an elevation of nearly 20,000 feet above 
sea-level. As access to such a place is diffi­ 
cult and often impossible, the recording 
apparatus will have to be made almost in­ 
dependent of human attention, and, as far 
as possible, all instruments will be made to 
run a yecr without stopping.—[Exchange. 
Herr Most, chief anarchist and editor of 
the Frciheii, the socialist organ, has disap­ 
peared from New York, fearing arrest for 
inciting strikers to riot.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e G ra in C ro p . 
Captain Albert Foster, who is paying 
much attention to the grain crop, hears 
froru all quarters verv favorable reports. In 
the upper portion of the State there will be 
a tine yield, though not as large as has 
been known, notably in 1881, as the acre­ 
age planted is not as great, owing to the 
almost incessant rain during the latter por­ 
tion of the winter. In Sacramento county 
the iields look well. 
The crop between 
this city and Stockton seems to be more 
backward than that at any other place, but 
has a good appearance. 
In San Joaquin 
county, on the “ west side,” the barlev is 
already quite yellow, and if there should 
he two weeks of hot weather it will by that 
time he about ready for harvesting." The 
farmers would of course prefer that the 
weather should not hurry matters quite so 
much. The early wheat over there, is in 
the milk, with a tine large berry. 
This 
year the "west side' 
peo, le, usually 
handicapped by a iack of rain, arejubilant, 
as it scarcely seems probable that there will 
be 
nth bad weather hereafter that the 
grain will be damaged. Yet the rains they 
hud in that section would be considered 
very scant almost anywhere else in the 
State, having amounted at Tracy to only 
12.75 inches. 
The yield of grain will not 
be as large as in 1X72, as that year the land 
was better farmed and more thoroughly 
seeded than this, when only about thirty 
or thirty-five pounds of seed per acre were 
used.

The .Sacramento Con try Teachers’ In­ 
stitute, which commenced its session on 
Wednesday last in the Capital Grammar 
School building, in this city, adjo irned sine 
die at 3:30 p. m. yesterday. Much has b.*en 
written and said in opposition to the hold­ 
ing of these Institutes, but the opposition 
has in nearly every instance come from 
those who care nothing for self-training as 
instructors, whose only object and apparent 
aim is to secure a certificate, by some means 
or other, then get a position in the public 
schools. Here they seem to lose all further 
desire to tit themselves for the profes­ 
sion 
they 
have 
taken, 
their 
only 
object 
thereafter 
being 
to 
regularly 
draw their salary. Such teachers never 
succeed, such teachers are no honor to the 
profession, and of such teachers Sacramento 
at this time has hut verv few, as the excel­ 
lent attendance at the Institute and the 
interest manifested in its proceedings bear 
evidence. It is safe to say that no former 
county Institute held in this city contained 
as many bright, scholarly and thoroughly 
practical educators as did the one just ad­ 
journed. It was a miniature normal school 
from its beginning to its close. There was 
a total absence of long-winded addresses 
upon antiquated subjects, or prosy essays 
upon texts long since worn threadbare. In 
their stead the Institute was divided into 
three class-rooms, and the best methods of 
teaching the different branches were illus­ 
trated and discussed. The shortest route, 
the most comprehensive and 
,..ist sys­ 
tems were talked over, ofttu teachers would 
(hileras to methods, sharp debates would 
follow, and in every instance was a golden 
mean obtained. 
Joseph O'Connor. Deputy Superintend­ 
ent of the Public Schools of San Francisco, 
a thoroughly practical teacher, attended 
the Institute, and added much to its inter­ 
est and success, as did ako Mr. Raymond, 
who is preparing the California Suite series 
of text-books. 
, 


y e s t e r d a y ’s s e s s i o n . 
The Institute was called to order at 9:15 
a . m. yesterday. Over one hundred lady 
teachers answered roll-call, as did also 
some four or live of the lords of creation. 
There was such a disparagement in the 
number of the sexes that the men were lost 
sight of altogether, at least by the reporter, 
who at times imagined he was in a women's 
convention. 
What the men lacked in 
numbers they more than made up, how­ 
ever, in volubility, for some of them did 
more talking than half of the females put 
together. Many amusing episodes took 
place, and some of the 
debates were 
marked with repartee and wit. A gentle­ 
man, who was quite a stickler upon a cer­ 
tain point under discussion, and who had 
spoken several times upon the same ques­ 
tion, was c died to order by a lady member, 
who gently reminded him of the old say­ 
ing that " Boys are to be seen, not heard.” 
It had the desired effect—the gentleman 
subsided 
After roll-call yesterday morning, Miss 
< 'rowell rendered a fine selection on the 
piano. Her playing was artistic, and re­ 
ceived with applause. The teachers then, 
as on preceding days, divided off into three 
sections—A, B and C; the blackboards 
were brought into requisition, and the 
teachers became for the time being pupils, 
under the tutorship of Professor Clements 
in penmanship, Professor -Hyde in gram­ 
mar. Professor Carlson and Miss Hughes in 
drawing. Instructions were thus given and 
received until the neon hour. 
The in­ 
structions in drawing by such a competent 
tutor as Professor Carlson was most inter­ 
testing, and one of the most instructive and 
pleasing features of the Institute. 
Pro­ 
fessor O'Connor addressed each section 
upon primary work, and described the sys­ 
tems most successfully employed in the 
schools of San Francisco. 


afternoon pro ceed ing s. 
The attendance at the afternoon session 
was the largest of the week, the number of 
absen'ees being quite suiali. 
The Com­ 
mittee on Music, this being the last oppor­ 
tunity, requested some of the male mem­ 
bers to render something vocal or instru­ 
mental. Their bashfuliness forbade, and 
that part of the programme was omitted. 
Mr. O’Connor then addressed the Instit­ 
ute upon several subjects, commencing 
with physiology. He said physiology and 
hygiene were taught in the schools, lie 
thought the order should he reversed, giv­ 
ing hygiene the preference. His remarks 
upon the proper observance oí hygienic 
laws were pointed and practical, especially 
so regarding ventilation and cleanliness. 
He said there were many things regarding 
our public school system that were wrong, 
which in time will be rectified. First,as a 
general rule, we have unfit Boards of Edu­ 
cation. The requisite for a member of a 
Board of Education is not merely that of a 
safe business man, one who can drive a 
good bargain or make a close contract, but 
on the contrary he should be a thoroughly 
competent educator. An ordinary business 
man is us little qualified for the position of 
a School Director as a teacher is to bea 
businessman. As a general rule Boards of 
Directors arc ch. . en lr m political bodies, 
aud their only object and sole aim is to lay 
a foundation for future political prefer­ 
ment. 
In other words, they are simply 
paving their way to an oljeciiv.- point 
which in almost every instance is the 
spoils of office. They have ::o fitness for 
the posit;..ii tiiey hold, they are not com - 
petent to employ teachers or pa«s upon ihtir 
fitness, and know simply nothing about 
grading schools. Their business surround­ 
ing-, their education, their knowledge of 
the wants or requirements of the schools 
are not what they should be. Thev are 
clothed with authority they do not know 
how to administer, and 


FAVORITISM INSTEAD OF MERIT 
Wins with them, discourages the compe­ 
tent and faithful, and places stumbiing- 
btocks in the way of progress. The Boards 
of Education should be as the name would 
seem to imply — a Board of educators, 
school people of broad views, of long ex­ 
perience and success, men competent of 
directing classes and instructing teachers, 
then indeed would there be progress all 
along the line. Then would our schools 
arrive at that proficiency they should, but 
do not enjoy. The School Boards should 
not be selected as they are now, regardless 
of their fitness for the position, but they 
should be appointed every two years by a 
competent body, say the County Judges. 
They should not be asked to serve as thev 
do now, without compensation, but should 
receive a good salary, even better than that 
paid teachers. In that way 


CO M PETEN T BOARDS WOULD BE SECURED. 
And men who now pack Conventions to 
net nominations for the office would hardly 
have the hardihood to appear before such a 
body and ask to be commissioned. Poli­ 
tics is not the only requisite ; they would 
soon understand that competency, and that 
alone, would entitle them to consideration. 


ANOTHER SERIOUS DRAWBACK. 
Untrained teachers is another serious 
drawback to the cause of education. Many 
persons take charge of a class of pupils; 
they have a cert.ficate ami are called 
teachers, it is true, but arc they teachers? 
They have no knowledge whatever of 
psychology; tbev have never received an 
hour's instruction in the line of normal 
training; they are given in charge the de­ 
velopment of the undeveloped minds and 
souls of children. While we can com- 
misserate Ihe teacher, the children cer­ 
tainly deserve our pity. Is there anything 
more deplorable than to plach su c a class 
under the charge ot such a teacher’ The 
first school should he a kindergarten in 
many respects; can an uninstructed teacher 
make it so? It is wrong to assign an in­ 
competent and untrained teacher to any 
class, and 
especially 
so 
to a young 
class. Normal schools in many instances 
are not what they should be. They are 
devoted to the further advancement of 
scholarly attainments, whereas t le y should 
be schools simply to prepare the already 
educated to become educators. Every city 
should have a normal school, made up of 
graduates of the high school, where all 
who intend to follow the honorable pro­ 
fession of teaching could be instructed. 
This training school should be under the 
direct care and supervision of the Board of 
Education, who could in this way secure 
the best of material to fill the occurring 
vacancies in their corps of teachers. Boards 
of Education should be competent to in­ 
spect the schools frequently. Yon know 
they are not. This would test the merits 
of the teachers as well as the advancement 
of the pupils. We should aim in educating 
our boys to m ake of them useful citizens, 
rather th an accom plished gentlem en. We 


I must learn to train the 1 an 1 as well as the 
¡ head, in order to compete w.th the training 
sc tools of Europe. 
' 
In closing his address Mr. O'Connor ad­ 
, vised the teachers to form themselves into 
j an organization, meet frequently, consult 
: regarding the many evils in our school 
system that should he remedied, and lie 
ready to memorialize the Legislature, and 
thus secure what is desired. The appeal of 
an individual here and there would be 
passed idly by, hut the united voice of the 
thousands of educators of California would 
demand respectful consideration, and se­ 
cure the passage of all needed laws. 
• 
Profi ssor Anderson made a tew remarks, 
indorsing the views of Professor O'Connor. 
On motion. Professors Johnson, Ander­ 
son and Babcock, Mrs. Bassett and Miss 
Watson, were appointed a Committee on 
Legislation.

FRUIT AND FARM. 


OUTLOOK 
FOR 
TH E 
StEASON’S 
FR U IT 
CROP. 


A New R em edy for P h ylloxera—B u t­ 
ter-m a k in g —C assaba M elons— 
O ther G eneral N otes. 


An outlook can now be ventured for the 
season's 
fruit 
crop, although 
m arked 
changes from present prospects may yet 
take place. W ith a view to obtaining esti­ 
mates from the most reliable sources as to 
the probable yield of the various kinds of 
fruit, a representative of the R ecord-U n io n 
yesterday made inquiries of Cue various 
fruit shippers of this city and received the 
following information : 
Mr. Platt, of W. R. Strong & Co., said: 
The fruit outlook for the season, so far as I 
have been able to form an opinion, is that 
the pc-ar crop will he very heavy in all sec­ 
tions. the pluui crop considerably above 
the average, and grapes promise exception­ 
ally well. Apricots and peaches in some 
districts will be very light, and it is still a 
question whether the shortage will be 
made up in other localities. Cherries look 
well, and apples promise most abundant. 
Strawberries are very much injured by the 
recent heavy rains. 
D. DeBernardi says : The first crop of 
strawberries is greatly damaged. 
The 
later, or second crop, promises to be good 
Along the river section I think cherries, 
apricots and peaches have suffered to some 
extent, but generally I think the fruit crop 
of the season will be fair. 
Gregory & llam es stated as follows : So 
far as we can learn, the peach and apricot 
crop will be very short. 
Pears will be a 
good fair crop, but not nearly as extensive 
a crop as last year, but the quality of all 
fruit promises to be much superior to that 
of last season’s. Cherries will be a good 
crop. As to grapes the outlook never was 
finer. The vines are in fine condition, and 
a very large crop may be anticipated. 
Lyon i Curtis, when questioned, re­ 
marked : As far as we have investigated 
the fruit prospects, and we have done so 
pretty thoroughly, there will be pretty fair 
of pears, a liberal crop of plums, good crop 
of grapes, provided that frosts do not here 
after interfere. Peaches, apricots and cher­ 
ries are going to afford only a small supply 
—especially peaches and apricots. Probably 
the result of the season's fruit crop will be. 
that there will be considerable falling off 
from the usual am ount realized upon apri­ 
cots and peaches, but the other kinds of 
fruit will make up for the shortage, and 
leave the general result about that of an 
average year. 
S. Gersen & Co. said : Apncots will he 
scarce ; in tact, I do not think there will be 
any crop at all here, nor down the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
At Vacaville there will be a 
pretty good crop. W hat few there are in 
this section are badly spotted. There will 
be a pretty fair yield of strawberries, but 
the early ones were injured by the rains. 
Cherries are going to be a good crop unless 
something 
unforeseen 
occurs." Early 
peaches are a failure in all directions on 
account of the curied leal. 
A great many 
peach trees have been killed outright. 
W herever 1 have beeu there is gointr to be 
a great crop of pears. From some sources 
the reports are that the plum crop is going 
to be small, and the same parties report 
large crop of prunes. There will be a 
large crop of currants, but growers say 
they shall demand better prices than they 
got last season. 


A NEW REMEDY FOR 
PHYLLO-YKBA. 
A correspondent of Union-Jftdieale says 
that planting Datura stramonium among 
his vines has killed the phylloxera. 
It is 
not stated whether this discovery rests 
upon a single observation or ¡hat “ control 
experiments ” were made to test its cffi- 
"táéy. Particulars are wanting as to the 
am ount of planting necessary for a given 
acreage, as well ns ihe effect, if any, of the 
adventitious growth on the bearing and 
subsequent development of the fruit. The 
Datura stramonium, commonly known in 
this country as the Jamestown or jimison 
weed, and in England as the thorn apple, 
is an annual plant of rank and vigorous 
growth, usually about three feet high, but 
in rich soil sometimes six feet or more. 
The root is large, whitish and furnished 
with numerous fibers. The stem is round, 
smooth and 
somewhat shining, 
with 
numerous spreading branches. The leaves 
are ovate-triangular in form, dark green 
on the upper surface and pale beneath. 
The flowers are large, solitary and pedun­ 
culated. There are two varieties of the 
species, one with a green stem and white 
flowers, the other having a dark xecldish 
stem, minutely dotted with green and our- 
plish flowers, striped with deep purple on 
the inside. The properties of both are the 
sam e.. Bysoine authorities it is considered 
to have been originally a native of North 
America, whilst others refer it South 
America or Asia. The seeds, which are 
.cry retentive of life, are readily trans­ 
ported from country to country in ballast 
on shipboard. 
In the United" States it is 
found everywhere in the vicinity of culti­ 
vation, frequenting manure heaps, road­ 
sides, and places where a rank soil is cre­ 
ated by the deposited refuse of towns. The 
flowers appear from May to July or Au­ 
gust, according to locality. Where the 
growth is abundant its vicinity may he de­ 
tected by the rank odor which it diffuses to 
some distance around. The efficacy—if 
any—of the plant as a protective agent is 
doubtless due to this characteristic odor. 
Experim ents on a small scale,which would 
determ ine its efficiency, could be inexpen­ 
sively conducted, and we recommend the 
practical consideration of the question to 
progressive horticulturists in this State. 
The plant — stramonium, or jimson- 
weed—grows about Sacramento in profu­ 
sion, and most of our readers are probably 
fam iliar with ii 


A NEW PROCESS OF MAKING BUTTER. 
W arner Rose, who was many years ago a 
resident of this county, has invented anew 
process of making butter. Mr. Rose has 
applied for a patent for his invention, and 
on Monday last invited a number of resi­ 
dents of Jackson, including the representa­ 
tives of the press, to witness the process at 
the residence of J. R. Erice, on Broadway. 
The storm which prevailed at the hour ap­ 
pointed prevented our attendance. There 
were several present, including Treasurer 
Ford and Sheriff Murray. The butter is 
made out of cream, and ihe method is ex­ 
ceedingly simple. 
It consists of boiling the 
cream for about three-quarters of an hour, 
which has the effect of evaporating the 
watery matter. Alter boiling the material 
it is strained through a doth ; that portion 
which passes through the cloth being but 
te r ; that which remains in the cloth being 
cheese. 
It is claimed that the purest kind 
of butter is obtained by this method. We 
have seen and tasted butter made by this 
process. 
In appearance it cannot be told 
from ordinary butter. To the palate, how­ 
ever, it lacks that creamy taste. The cheese 
is of a dark brown color, and is not unpal­ 
atable. 
This butter will keep any length 
of tim e without the ¡east m ixture of salt. 
The inventor does not expect that it will 
supersede the churn-made butter for table 
use. but thinks it is far superior for confec­ 
tionery purposes, and has the further 
recommendation of beingmore economical. 
A larger amount of butter cau be secured 
by this process from the same quantity of 
cream than by the usual process. 
Mr. 
Rose is now obtaining affidavits from wit­ 
nesses of the process in order to send to 
W ashington in furtherance of obtaining a 
patent, 
Mr. Rose, who has been absent 
from the county for seventeen years, thinks 
of again making his home here, and will 
settle either in Jackson or Sutter Creek.— 
f Amador Ledger. 


T H E CASSABA M ELO N . 
1. W. Adams, of Calistoga. writes to the 
San Francisco Bulletin as follows : “ I ate 
the last Cassaba melon I raised last season 
on Sunday, April 2d. It was excellent, and 
would have kept two weeks longer. I re­ 
ceived the seed some years since from your 
office. It is wonderful to me that they are 
not raised- more extensively, for I certainly 
think, as do many others, that they are one 
of the most delicious of melons. They 
should be picked before any frost, and 
liamlled as carefully as eggs, and stored in 
a cool, dry place, where they will gradu­ 
ally ripen from November to April. They 
turn a beautiful vellow when fully ripe. 
To 
this 
the 
Bulletin 
adds : 
“ The 
seed of the Cassaba melon was pro­ 
cured by Dr. J. D. B. Stillman, at Smyrna, 
i n 1879. "It came from the city of Cassaba, a 


place in Asia Minor celebrated for the fine 
quality of its melons. The Cassaba melon 
has the quality of keeping far into the 
winter. In quality it is unquestionably 
the finest melon ever seen in the San 
Francisco m arket. The seeds brought by 
Dr. Stillman were carefully propagated, 
and in 1SS0 the Bulletin distributed them 
to 3.000 of its country subscribers. When 
its keeping qualities and delicious flavor is 
fully understood 
and 
appreciated, the 
Cassaba melon will take a foremost rank 
in the market. Some intelligent farmers 
have come to this point already, and are 
carefully protecting the 
purity of the 
stock.” 
HOW TO PREVENT.HARDPAN. 
Dr. Lotspiesch, of Orange, says : “ You 
may cultivate ground two inches’ deep one 
season and it will form a hardpan. You 
may cultivate four inches deep and irrigate 
it. ami whenever you cultivate it down to 
that depth, it forms, in six m onths’ culti­ 
vation, about two inches of a hardpan. 
That is what it will form. W hy? Because 
you can’t go down every time a little 
deeper ; if you did you would be plowing 
up China directly. But we commence and 
we cultivate four inches deep for a whole 
season, irrigating by the best possible 
means, and the rains come again and 
there is a hard pan. 
The remedy for 
that is to plow a little deeper than 
you have cultivated in the fall of the year 
when the rains come and you have no hard- 
pan to begin next season with. But the 
constant process of irrigating and culti­ 
vating jnst a certain depth for a series of 
years would produce a hardpan that would 
be impervious, and therefore the trees 
would have to die in a short time ; but if 
you will cultivate it two inches deep, three 
inches deep or four inches deep for six 
months, and in the fall of the year, when 
the first rains come, plow that hardpan up 
and let it he, you will commence upon the 
primitive condition of the soil, and every 
man that cultivates and makes a success lu 
orange culture will have to do that.”— 
f Watsonville Transcript. 


THE OLIVE. 
. 
In our numerous drives through the 
township, especially south and east of Liv­ 
ermore, we have noticed that many hun­ 
dred young olive trees have and are being 
set out this season. They are put out in 
many places along the roads. Being ever­ 
green they will make good shade trees. In 
other places they are put on pieces of land 
and in places where nothing else will grow. 
In a few instances they are planted with a 
view of taking care of them. 
In several 
cases it is presumed the young trees will 
not live through the first y ear; if it does it 
will he a miracle. .Although the olive is a 
hardy tree and will grow where a vine would 
die, yet, if it receives good attention, it will 
show every evidence of it in its good, 
healthy growth. There is no question in 
our mind but that in a few years the olive 
will be one of the principal products of 
Murray township.—[Pleasanton Star.

LIQUOR QUESTION AT BERK ELEY. 


E n forcem en t 
t>f th e 
Law 
P roh ib itin g 
L iq u or-Selling N ear the U niversity. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io n : There is a law 
upon the statute books of our State, pro­ 
hibiting the sale of m alt or spirituous 
liquors within two miles of the State Uni­ 
versity of California, and such law has 
never been repealed or amended. When 
afterwards there was another statute passed, 
they did not refer to this- law—perhaps did 
not know of its existence. There is also 
in the Penal Code of California, Section 
172, a law prohibiting the sale of alcoholic 
and vinous liquors within one m ile of the 
State University. This law has been pro­ 
nounced constitutional by the Supreme 
Court, and is also applicable in prohibiting 
the sale w ithin two miles of the State 
Prison, and one mile of the Insane Asy­ 
lum ut N’apfl. To the enforcement of this 
law the "Women's Christian Temperance 
Union gave their tim e and attention, 
through the active help of Mrs. Reid, Pres­ 
ident of the W omen’s Christian Temper­ 
ance Union at Berkeley, aided by her hus­ 
band, Prof. Reid. 
The eases were tried in Oakland. They 
obtained witnesses w ho not only bought 
and drank the liquor within a much less 
distance than one mile of the University, 
hut bought 
and 
carried it away in 
a bottle, and it was brought in 
us 
evidence at the trial, passed around among 
the jurym en, and they pronounced it 
whisky, one man tasting it. The evidence 
in this case was absolute and certain as to 
the violation ot the law. and no attempt 
was made by the defendant to disnrove the 
fact. 
The defense did bring up the town 
license, but the Court ruled it out. 
The 
Judge gave the law of the case to the jury 
as constitutional and proper, yet, notw ith­ 
standing all this, tw-o or three of the jury­ 
men reiused to join the others in a verdict 
of guilty, and wrong prevailed and justice 
and right were defeated. 
The following facts have been given me 
to day by Mr. Gaines, one of the members 
of the Citizens’ League, who resides at 
Berkeley. 
Alter the W . C. T. U. had tried to have 
the law enforced, and President Reid had 
resigned it is position 
and 
gone from 
Berkeley, the gentlemen formed them ­ 
selves iuto a Citizens’ League in August last. 
Through their Executive Committee they 
matured their plans, secured their w itnesses 
and evidence, getting men out of Berkeley 
to obtain the liquor. They obtained sixty 
counts against the saloon-keepers before 
commencing the prosecutions in Novem­ 
ber. Of these, 21 or 25 came to trial, and 
in three cases the jury brought in a verdict 
of guilty, anil in two the defendants 
pleaded guilty. 
They have closed six 
saloons, two have been reopened by other 
persons, and there are five saloons now at 
Berkeley. IVlien President Reid was there 
he was sustained by the Regents, who 
authorized him to prosecute the cases, but 
since he has gone the citizens are deprived 
of his support and influence, and they 
need the help of the W. C. T. U., and all 
law-abiding citizens, m orally and finan­ 
cially. The people at Berkeley are doing 
all that they can to enforce the law. They 
have paid out their money qnd spent their 
time to rid their town of this stupendous 
evil, in order that the sons of the Califor­ 
nians may come here and be educated 
without 
becoming 
contaminated 
and 
ruined. 
They need the help of every 
iaw-abiding 
citizen 
to assist in 
this 
great work against the powers of evil. 
They 
have 
already 
made 
a 
great 
reformation 
in 
public 
sentim ent 
in 
regard to the traffic. Six m onths ago any­ 
one— schoolboy 
or citizen—could 
buy 
whisky at any of the saloons; now no one 
can buy whisky. They can buy beer, but 
the saloonkeepers dare not sell whisky, for 
fear of the law. The students no longer 
have beer busts, and a much better tem­ 
perance sentim ent prevails among them. 
They have passed resolutions among them­ 
selves against the saloons at Berkeley. It 
seems to me that there should be an appeal 
made to the public to obtain funds to carry 
on this work, and not leave a lew to fight 
unaided. The Berkeleyans are doing all 
in their power to clear their borders of this 
evil. 
Is it not for the interests of the State to 
help in this matter—why alone Berkeley? 
A State so rich in resources should rise in 
its might and remove an evil which threat­ 
ens so much destruction to all. where the 
sons and daughters of our State, while 
being educated, may be protected from 
these contaminating influences.

R ecord-U n ion : Noticing in the is­ 
sue of the R ecord-U n ion dated April 21th 
a card emblazoned with the heading - False 
Bolstering of the Fruit Union.” and signed 
“E. II.,” which contains some very severe 
and dishonest strictures, and an unqual­ 
ified declaration that the telegram sent to 
your office, and published on the 23d inst., 
contains “ falsehoods and misstatements 
that are intended to mislead,” etc., com­ 
pels me, as the author, to refute the same 
under my own signature, and I do further 
state, for the benefit of the author of the 
card signed “ E. H .,” that, as a practical 
fruit-grower, I claim, after a residence of 
nearly 37 years in this locality, to be some­ 
what familiar w ith “ the temper and disposi­ 
tion of the fruit-growers of Coloma,” and do 
hereby openly declare that the card pub­ 
lished on the 21th inst., with the before 
mentioned heading, to contain scarcely 
anything but falsehoods, save in the single 
paragraph where the authoi states : “ No 
vote was taken indorsing the so-called 
Fruit Union,” for the simple and indis­ 
putable fact that at the fruit growers’meet­ 
ing held on the 21st inst. four-fifths of the 
growers present were members of the local 
fruit “ Union,” which organization at its 
last regular meeting passed resolutions 
unanimously indorsing the action of the 
Trustees of the California F ruit Union in 
appointing Porter Bros, 
their 
Eastern 
agent, and commending said Trustees as 
gentlemen of honesty, ability and integ­ 
rity. 
Also, that it was the sense of our lo­ 
cal Union that it would be unwise and in­ 
judicious to sell to any shipper fruit des­ 
tined for Eastern shipm ent that was not 
consigned through the Fruit Union. 
At the meeting of April 2lst, during all 
the discussion that ensued, only one single 
grower in our whole section came to the 
rescue of the shippers' side of the question, 
and I have yet to meet a stockholder in the 
F ruit Union in this comm unity who will 
not give it his full support. 
I herewith 
append a card signed by holders of 208 out 
of the 213 shares held in the township, as 
evidence of the feeling manifest among the 
growers here who are shareholders in the 
Fruit Union, and as testimony of the truth 
of m y telegram. County Assessor Morten- 
sen, the holder of the only rem aining five 
shared, was absent from home on official 
business, but 1 am assured, had I been able 
to see him that he would also have signed 
the card, making it “ unanim ous.”

desperation some shippers are driven in 
order to S£un secure them vmder their con­ 
trol. Fair play and truth is all the “ Frnit 
Union” desire in this controversy, but no 
bluii and falsehood ; and I feel convinced 
that the promoters of the rival association, 
including such gentlemen as Hon. R. D. 
Stephens, Senator Routier and C. W. Reed 
—men of State reputation—will not for an 
instant countenance such abortive efforts as 
those of “ E. H .” 
' Even were I competent, 1 have no desire 
to parade myself as a vindicator of the 
“ Fruit Union,” nor will I enter into any 
continued or “ long-winded” newspaper 
discussion ; nevertheless the aspersions in 
the before-mentioned communication have 
been so gross and willfully false that 1 
shall brand them as such, with the addi­ 
tional verification from the stockholders in 
the “ Union,” whose names are attached 
to the inclosed testimonial. Truly, yours.

>EW PUBLICATIONS. 
Volume IV. of the “ History of Califor­ 
nia,'' by Hubert Howe Bancroft (“ History 
of the Pacific States of America,’’) treats of 
California from 1840 to 1845. It, however, 
takes up the thread from the year 1836. It 
is as detailed, exhaustive anti elaborate as 
its predecessors, and more so. California, 
as the author remarks, is essentially the 
field of modern romance, and we are not at 
all surprised that a volume of nearly 800 
pages is absorbed by the events of but half 
a decade of California’s history. Probably 
as he approaches present times Mr. Ban­ 
croft finds his labors more difficult. He is 
exposed to the criticism of living witnesses, 
many of whom will prove to be captious 
critics, likely to take issue with him in his 
deductions. But there is no evidence of 
any faltering on his part. His treatment is 
vigorous and fearless, and his conclusions 
fortified by exhaustive authoritative cita­ 
tions. Of the scope of the work a good 
synopsis thus speaks: 
Continuing the history of California from 
1836—local annals from 1840 to 1S45—the doings 
of foreigners, American occupation, the Graham 
affair, the coming of Sutter and the establish­ 
ment of New Helvetia, are all fascinating sub­ 
jects treated in a new light. Not less important 
is the record of the successive overland immi­ 
grant parties, beginning with the Battleson or 
Kidwell party in 1811, and including the compa 
nies of Workman and Howland iu tiie same 
year: of Hastings, Chiles and Walker In 1843; of 
Fremont, Kelsey and Stevens, or Murphy, in 
1844: and of MeM «hon and Ch inan. Swasey and 
Todd, Sublette. Grigsby and Ide, Fremont and 
Walker, and Hastings and Semple in 1845. Com­ 
modore Jones' achievements in 184- are given, 
and an account of the Russians who left Califor­ 
nia iu 1811. The Hudson’s Kay Company branch 
at Sail Kranchco, from 1841, is fully noted, with 
a record of the fur-hunters’ operations in the 
interior, and of the trading euravuus from New 
Mexico. 
What will most forcibly strike the reader 
of this volume of history is the record of 
social transformation that began to be ef­ 
fected in California, and readied a stage of 
active progression within the period em­ 
braced by the historian. It would be very 
interestin - to outline this process, and to 
note the chief ear-marks of the change, but 
we must refrain. Nothing in the way of 
mere sketch work can do Lite subject or the 
book any sort of justice. But we may, by 
way of indexing the order of the treatment, 
refer to the chief topics. Thus, the initial 
chapters treat of Alvarado's rule, the policy 
of the Executive, and the Graham affair"; 
and the following chapters of mission an­ 
nals, commerce, finance and maritime af­ 
fairs ; foreign relations and pioneers : Sut­ 
ter’s Fort; the Russians in Califor­ 
nia : political affairs, and the condition 
of the country ; the Hudson's Bay Com­ 
pany; writings on California, visits" of ex­ 
plorers and travelers, progress of settle­ 
ment at Sacramento, the California Indians, 
trade, trapping ; the United States Explor­ 
ing Expedition, the trials and tribulations 
of General Sutter, Wilke's visit (and 
Wilke’s map, 1841, is given); foreign rela­ 
tions and immigration in 1841, Alvarado, 
Vallejo and Micheltorena, and the part 
they played in our pioneer history ; arrival 
of Commodore Jones at Monterey, the 
commercial and maritime condition in 
1842-3: Micheltorena’s rule and the revo­ 
lution against him and his expulsion ; the 
rule of Pico and Castro; overland immi­ 
gration, immigrant companies, routes over 
the Sierras, and local annals down to and 
including 1845. There are attached nearly 
100 pages of the “ Pioneer Register and 
Index,'' the exceeding valuable quality of 
which we enlarged upou in our review of 
the preceding volume. Not the least in­ 
teresting pages are those that treat of Gen­ 
eral John A. Sutter and his relation to the 
country. It is made clear that Sutteris not 
to be regarded as a political missionary 
who was determined to rear the standard 
of American freedom in this distant and 
secluded dependency of imbecile Mexico, 
asUpham and some of his other admirers 
have been pleased to declare. He cared 
very little to hasten American occupation. 
He sought only to build up his frontier 
trading post and better bis material condi­ 
tion. lie talked of appealing to France, 
and would undoubtedly have turned over 
the country, so far as he was concerned, to 
France, if needed to fortify his own 
schemes. Mr. Bancrott says : * 
Sutter had no feeling whatever of lovalty to 
hi.-, adopted nation, or to the Government that 
had treated him so generously, and under which 
he held office; and he would, without hesita­ 
tion. have raised the standard of revolt in be­ 
half of Trance or any other nation that could 
advance his personal interests; yet it is not to 
bo supposed that he had at this time any defi­ 
nite plan or intention of political conspiracy. 
Harassed by his creditors, partialtv thwarted in 
some of his schemes for making a' fortune, ego­ 
tistically looking upon Californians as inferior 
beings, and annoyed that he was not allowed to 
control the w hole country as arbitrarily as he 
did New Helvetia, he indulged in threats that 
had not much significance, merely to relieve 
his mind in moments of depression, and, as 
Sir George Simpson expressed it, "bully” the 
Government. In politics, as in commercial en­ 
terprises. Sutter always—as the distinguished 
English traveler might have said, but did not— 
“ bit off more than he couM chew.” 
He quotes a letter written by Sutter to 
Leese in November, 1841, wherein the Gen­ 
eral clearly states that the first French fri­ 
gate to arrive would do him justice, if the 
Government sought to injure him—drive 
hint from the country. Ail he wanted was 
to be “ let alone,” and he declared that if 
he was interfered with he would fight— 
that he would call in the hunters from the 
mountains, send for the Sbawnees and 
Delawares, and have 200 or 300 men out 
from Missouri to stand by him. If, how­ 
ever, the Government would pay his ex­ 
penses—the output to establish" and secure 
the Sacramento post—he would be "a 
faithful Mexican/’ He added : “ I have 
10 guns well mounted to protect the for­ 
tress, and two field pieces. I have also 
about 50 iaitli full Indians, which shot their 
musquet very quick The wole day and 
night we are tinder arms, and you know 
that foreigners are very expensive, and for 
this trouble I will be payed when a French 
frigate come here.” 
VVe are now beginning to see more 
clearly of what immense value Bancroft’s 
exhaustive library of books and MSS. are 
to Mr. Bancroft, and liow it is that it was 
absolutely necessary for him to accumu­ 
late, as he has. such a vast store of works 
and manuscripts relating, even remotely, 
to the conquest and occupation of the 
whole western slope of the two Americas. 
Even a cursory glance at the volume we 
have just closed after a full reading, will 
convince anyone that there has been no 
labor lost in the original method Mr. Ban­ 
croft has pursued, though the effort was 
made, some two or three years ago or more, 
to ridicule and belittle his collection of au­ 
thorities as unwieldy, as too varied and 
disconnected, and his method as false 
and unreliable, and all that. Now 
that we have got into the time 
of the living witnesses, we realize 
the profound difficulty experienced in 
evolving real myth from apparent fact, and 
in reconciling and in correcting conllicling 
testimonies. Of this we have ourselves 
had some experience, and confessto amaze­ 
ment at the direct conflict of credible wit­ 
nesses to simple historic facts after a few 
years have elapsed. We shall look for­ 
ward to the next volume on California 
with impatient interest. In that Mr. Ban­ 
croft will enter upon an era that will bring 
about his ears a swarm of objectors and 
exception-takers. We expect to sec him 
so strongly panoplied by irrefutable evi­ 
dences that he will put them all to 
dight, and make the work the best 
of all his life. Thus far each volume has 
been better than its predecessor. While 
this is due somewhat to facility gained In­ 
experience in analyzing historical data, it 
is also due to the nearer appraach of his 
record-making to those periods into which 
modern interest enters more largely. For 
instance, the volume before us gives more 
detail, more analytical study of Sutter, his 
aims, motives, accomplishment, trials and 
errors, and their effect upon the destiny of 
California, than has ever before been com­ 
passed in a single volume, if indeed ever 
before attempted. So, too, we get a better 
idea of Fremont and his adventurous ca­ 
reer upon this coast, and there is cleared 
away from his deeds and expeditions any 
amount of popular rubbish and a vast deal 
of the romance attached to his name as a 
” pathfinder.” There is one other striking 
featnre of this volume of local history : it 
moves within broader lines than any prede­ 
cessor. That is to say, it takes up. treats 
and exhausts the whole subject of the rela­ 
tion of foreign Governments to the coast, 
and to the territory in particular we now 
occupy as California. For sale by A. L.

The May numbers of juvenile magazines 
are sprightly and good, requiring only an 
examination to secure approval and to 
show their attractiveness for the young. 
The “ St. Nicholas” (Century Company, 
Union Square, New York), among its 
choice pages, has articles about Shakes­ 
peare as a boy, George Washington and 
his compeers, vegetable clothing, circus of 


insects, dog stories, the brownies on roller 
skates, stories, etc. The “ Wide Awake” 
(D. Lotbrop <t Co., Boston) has in bright 
stories, “ The Top of the ladder,” “ The 
Professor's Last Skate." “ Rovai Girls and 
Royal Counts," “ A Grand Peace Meet,” 
« Prescott’s Capture,” etc., besides chapters 
of serials. Its articles by Mrs. Jessie Ben­ 
ton Fremont, Mary Treat and others are 
also very instructive. For the smaller 
children, “ Our Little Ones and the Nur­ 
sery" (Russell Publishing Company, Bos­ 
ton) is extremely happy. Like those almve 
referred to, it is profusely ami finely illus­ 
trated. It has a reproduction of the pranks 
and plays of the little ones, surrounded 
with their animal pets. Stories of dogs, 
birds, kittens, horses and hobbies are given 
in the most effective way for pleasing ami 
securing the attention of very young read­ 
ers. Parents can in no other way so well 
assist themselves and benefit their boys 
and girls as to furnish them with these 
young people's and little ones' magazines. 
The publisher of the “ Library Magazine" 
(John B. Alden, New York), lias changed 
th - form of that excellent publication from 
a monthly to weekly, commencing with 
date of May 1st. The reasons given for the 
change are: To give additional freshness 
and timeliness, to make numbers and vol­ 
umes more convenient in size, and to in­ 
crease volumes of literature without addi­ 
tional cost. With the change the publica­ 
tion of the “ Book Worm ” and “ Story 
Teller" will be discontinued, and subscrib­ 
ers to these will, in place of them, receive 
one issue each month of the “ Library Mag­ 
azine," or unearned money will be refund­ 
ed. The ” Library Magazine" is intended 
in its new form to include the field hereto­ 
fore occupied by them. Price, $1 50 per 
year. 
A volume of three hundred pages has 
just been issued to the anti-riparian voters 
of California, hv the Legislative Commit­ 
tee of the State Irrigation Convention. It 
includes the address to the members of the 
Riverside and Fresno Irrigation Conven­ 
tions by said committee, articles of associa­ 
tion of the Anti-Riparian irrigation Club, 
together with form of by-laws and pledge, 
a list of the papers in tiie Slate which are 
said to have espoused the cause of irriga­ 
tion and very extended quotations from the 
press of the State upon the irrigation ques­ 
tion. It will prove of interest to those in­ 
terested in the subject, and there are few in 
the State who, directly or indirectly, are 
not. 
The “Brooklyn Magazine,” published 
monthly at No. 7 Murray street, New York, 
lias commenced its fourth volume with 
April.

Samuel M. Hall, for many years pro­ 
prietor of the Tarker House saloon on 
Montgomery and Merchant streets, died 
Thursday at his residence. No. 2022 Van 
Ness avenue. The deceased was a native 
of Baltimore. Md., and 64 years of age. 
Arrangements have been made with ex­ 
Governor John P. St. John, of Kansas, the 
national candidate on the Prohibition 
ticket during the last Presidential cam­ 
paign. to come to the coast during June or 
the earlj- part of July to lecture on tem­ 
perance. 
The Grand Division of the Sons of Tem­ 
perance concluded their annual session 
Thursday afternoon, with the understand­ 
ing that the next session be held on the 
fourth Tuesday in April, 1887. The per 
capita tax was reduced from 25 to 20 cents 
per quarter. 
A load of marble is already on the 
ground at Golden Gate Park, to begin the 
erection of the $50,000 gate, that amount 
having been bequeathed to the Park by the 
late Senator Sharon. This gateway is to be 
entirely of marble, and, together with the 
wall, will be 150 feet long. 
The handsome new edifice which the 
Society of California Pioneers has been 
erecting during the past year on the lot 
donated by the late James Lick, is rapidly 
nearing completion, and will add one more 
to the many imposing buildings that are 
continually enriching the architectural 
beauty of the city. 
Major-General Howard, commanding the 
Division of the Pacific, has received an or­ 
der from Lieutenant-General Sheridan for­ 
bidding him to give to the press any in­ 
formation in regard to official dispatches 
received from Arizona concerning troubles 
with the Apaches. The reason of this is 
that on several occasions important dis­ 
patches appeared in the papers before they 
were received at Washington. 


STATE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 
The Session Occupied in Considering the 
Labor Question. 
The State Horticultural Society met at 
Irving Hall, San Francisco, yesterday. 
Professor Hilgard presiding, to discuss the 
subject of labor, in accordance with the 
resolution passed at the last meeting. 
Mr. McGlashan. Chairman of the State 
Executive Committee of the Anti-Chinese 
Convention, stated that the committee is 
urging the displacement of Chinese by 
white labor, but advocates the crippling of 
no industry by depriving it of "laborers. 
A. S. Sbarboro had informed the com­ 
mittee that every day he has large num­ 
bers of applications from farm laborers who 
offer to work at $20, $->5 or $30 per month 
and board. There are, he says, many idle 
laborers in West Oakland, anil he will fill 
any orders sent him. J. F. Crossett & Co . 
W. D. Ewer & Co., C. R. Hansen A Co., 
and Ward A Co.. offered to Mr. McGlashan 
to furnish within ninety days from noti­ 
fication from 20,001 to 30,000 men at $20, 
$25 or $80 per month and found. Iu coin 
elusion. Mr. McGlashun said : “ If 30.060 
Chinamen are gathering the- fruit and grape 
crops of California, v. e offer in their stead 
30,000 white men whose earnings would 
provide food for 120,000 men, women and 
children of our own race.” 
Labor Commissioner Enos stated that he 
had begun the investigation by summon­ 
ing the employment agents in this city, 
who were asked to give facts concerning 
the number of unemployed white laborers, 
and the likelihood of securing enough to 
take the places of Chinese. 
He then addressed circulars tc the differ­ 
ent County Clerks, asking for information 
concerning the number of Chinamen em­ 
ployed on farms, in vineyards, itop-fields, 
etc.; how many unemployed white people 
there are, etc. A circular to the County 
Assessors was also sent out, asking sub­ 
stantially the same questions. A similar 
letter was also addressed to the largest fruit­ 
growers and viticulturists inthe.'tate. A 
statement was then read showing the rate 
of wages paid to farm hands in this and 
other States. By this it was shown that 
the rates paid in California are the highest. 
He also exhibited a table showing the rates 
paid to farm laborers in Europe. These 
are very low—under $ltXi per year in most 
cases. 
Statistics relating to the amount of fruit 
raised in this State last year were read, the 
total value being $6,500,000. The number 
of acres planted in vines in California is 
240,000, of which 70,000 were planted last 
year. In the State there are 13,000,000 acres 
suitable for vineyards, against 6,260,000 
in France, which produce 748,000,000 gal­ 
lons of wine. 
Letters had been received front J. B. 
Marly, L. I,. King and others of Eden 
township, Alameda county, stating that 
about 2,500 Chinamen are employed there 
to gather fruit during the fruit season. The 
evidence given by these employers of labor 
was that there are not whlte'men enough 
available to gather one-fourth of the fruit 
crop. Chinamen are better than white men 
in picking and packing hops, currants and 
other low-bush berries, while whites are 
better for tree fruits. It was the unani­ 
mous opinion of the fruit-growers of this 
section that it will be impossible to sup­ 
plant the Chinese at onee. Opinion as to 
the time necessary varied from two to ten 
years. 
J. Gawne, of San Leandro, 
stated that a Chinaman will average 
fifteen per cent, more in picking. 
C. 
W. Hathaway thought that there is not 
one-tenth enough white labor to pick the 
fruit of this State, and it will take three 
years or more to educate our boys and girls 
to the fruit business. Mr. Rose, of Los 
Angeles, was of the opinion that it would 
be destruction to the fruit interest to dis­ 
charge all Chinese this season. Charles 
Kohler, the well-known viticulturist, who 
has never employed a Chinaman in his 
life, stated that to discharge Chinamen at 
once would sacrifice several millions of dol­ 
lars this year. White labor can be substi­ 
tuted tor Chinese in time, but as the busi­ 
ness is one of skill and experience, it 
would require time to educate white labor. 
Commissioner Enos, from the informa­ 
tion he had received troni many varied 
sources, was forced to conclude that there 
are 30,000 Chinamen engaged in this State 
in hop fields, vineyards and orchards, and 
thafit is impossible to supplant them with 
white labor this year. He had also come 
to the conclusion that fanners and others, 
to secure white labor, must make changes 
in the accommodations made for help, as 
white men can not live as Chinamen have 
been accustomed to do. 
The Association adopted a resolution de­ 
claring it to be the sense of the meeting 
that they “ desired to dispense with Chi­ 
nese labor, and will do so as speedily as 
they can fill their places with white men.”
